Gidental to the Democratic parade that kept 
the police busy till a late hour this morning. 
Fist fights were of frequent occurrence, mis- 
Ales were thrown, and in the down-town dis- 
tricts songs that were not calculated for 
public performance could be heard as late 


Perhaps the most flagrant breach of the 
peace was when a mob attacked the new 
building of Montgomery Ward & Co., which 
firm has encountered the official displeasure 
of Chairman Jones on account of the lake 
front tent incident. 

Few arrests were made during the evening, 
although at times the police were obliged to 
charge the crowds and wield their clubs. 

The crowd * massed at the corner of 
Madison street and Michigan avenue, around 
the new building of Montgomery Ward & 
Co., soon grew beyond the control of the 
few police officers stationed there. Finally 
a dash was made for the gates. The iron 
bars wavered with the shock, but withstood 
the assault, and before another concerted 
effort could be made police in large numbers 
had arrived. The mob prepared for an- 
other rush and fifty of the policemen 
charged. For more than two hours the 
police were held at the building protecting 
the structure and driving away the bellig- 
erents.. No arrests were made. , 


ecattered a small crowd gathered within. 
Fred DankKin, 32 Cornelia street, who rushed 


+ out to dee what the trouble was, returned al- 


most immediately with a cut in his head, 
‘caused by a blow with a torch stick. 
Members of the Seventh Ward Democratic 
club beat a number of persons who cheered 
for McKinley as the parade was passing 
Monroe aud Dearborn streets. They struck 
the spectators with canes while the police 
looked on. B. H. Downer, 6819 Emerald ave- 
nue, was among those who were struck. 

A man who ventured to cheer for McKinley 
as the parade was passing on Michigan ave- 
nue opposite the Auditorium Annex had to 
fight for his opinions. Two men broke from 
the line of marchers and rushed at him, but 
he promptly knocked them down. In an in- 
stant a hundred or more of the marchers 
rushed tow him, and, thinking the odds 
were too t, he attempted to get away. 
They were all about him, however, and he 
was severely pummeled before being rescued 
by the police. He refused to give his name 
and held to his post, continuing to declare 
his preference for McKinley at frequent in- 
A riot was narrowly averted in front of 
the Hotel Morrison during the passing of the 
parade. A large number of Republicans 
gathered in front of the hotel and cheered 
for McKinley. The Bryan men responded 
with threats, and e of them invaded the 
hotel, in which the Republicans took refuge. 
A riot call was sent to the Central Police 
Station, but before the police arrived the 
crowd had left the place. 


Pickpockets at Work. 

Samuel IL. Davis, 2291 West Randolph 
street, was robbed of his watch while stand- 
ing at Randolph and La Salle streets before 
the parade started. James Murphy was ar- 
rested on suspicion. 

J. F. McCarthy came near losing his watch 
and chain while the parade was passing Mo- 
Vicker’s Theater. After a chase, in which 
Officer Hall of the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Police Station Joined by several hun- 
@red spectators, William May was caught 
and locked up at Central Police Station. Mc-

Chief Swenie Puts Out Fire. 

As the parade was passing the north end of 
the City Hall a spark from a roman candle 
settled in a wagon loaded with fireworks. 
In an instant the wagon was in flames, and 
the horses, rearing through the crowd, 
plunged toward the entrance to Power's 
Theater. From the window of his office 
Chief Swenie was watching the parade. The 
Fire Marshal called to Assistant Chief 
Musham, and the two firemen ran into the 
street. There they were reinforced by Frank 
Swenie, son of the Fire Chief, and John 
Murphy, secretary to Chief Swenie, and Bat- 
talion Marshal Seyferlich. Chief Swenie 
called for pocket knives, and in a second the 
harness was cut from the horse. 

Then Frank Swenie was dispatched to the 
fire alarm office for a hand pump, while a 
still alarm was sent in to Truck Company 6. 
When the firemen of the rank arrived they 
found that the chief and his staff had ex- 
tinguished the fire.

H. G. Burgess, a city employé at one ot the 
pumping stations, also summoned to testify, 
gave sufficient evidence to prove to the sat- 
isfaction of the commission that assessments 
had been levied, although Burgess denied 
that he had made a payment. He was ques- 
tioned repeatedly by Commissioner Ela in an 
attempt to learn the nanies of city employés 
who had attended the meeting. He could re- 
member only one man whom he knew. That 
man was Michael J. Doherty, Superintendent 
of Streets. 

“It is strange that you cannot remember 
anybody who did pay assessments out of the 
number you saw.“ commented Commissioner 
Ela.

Want Inquiry Hastened. 


There is a demand among city officials that 
the investigation of the Police Lieutenants’ 
examination be pushed to a conclusion more 
rapidly than the Civil Service commission is 
able to carry it. After nearly a month of in- 
vestigation the commission is little further 
ahead than it was when it started. It is 
handicapped by the fact that it is at once 
the prosecution and the court. There is no 
active prosecution behind the charges, and 
the commission has taken witnesses simply 
as accident has brought them to light. 

Criminal proceedings are asked for. 
President Lindblom said the commission did 
not have enough evidence to convict any 
one, although there is said to be sufficient to 
secure the indictment of persons charged.

wants to view once a year, : 


Two factors that have had much to do with 
success of the present exhibition are the 
location of the building in which it was held 
and the fact that the people generally are 
prosperous. The last preceding show was 
given in the old Coliseum, seven or eight 
miles south of the center of the city, a lo- 
cality?so' remote from the life of Chicago 
that to reach it by carriage from the North 
or West ‘Side was akin to a coaching trip 
without any of the pleasures thereof, while 
for the general public (and that is where 
the possible profits of horse shows are to be 
found) it was 830 unpleasantly inaccessible 
that it is a wonder that anybody tut the 
carriage crowd”’—as the local haut ton 18 
professionally ‘characterized in amusement 
circles—ever got there.at all. 


Five years from now, the horse show 
management ride itself of much of the pres- 
ent inefficiency (some of it paid for) that has 
blazoned itself unpleasantly during the 
week, the Coliseum will not hold the audi- 
ences that will want to enjoy future horse 
shows. From every town and city of conse- 
quence within 100 miles of Chicago there will 
be delegations of visitors, and these towns 
will also furnish entries, for by no means all 
the taste and elegance displayed in the pur- 
chase and use of fine horses and vehicles 16 
to be found in this city.

Long Career as Surgeon. 

Dr. Fenger was born in Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, Nov. 3. 1840. While stl a medical 
student in 1864 he served as surgeon in the 
war between Denmark and Germany. He 
received his diploma in 1867, and was for 
two years assistant in Wilhelm Mayer's 

ear clinte in Copenhagen. During 1868 and 
1869 he was an interne in the Royal Fried- 
rich’s Hospital, Copenhagen. At the out- 
break of the Franco-German war he became 
surgeon in the Red Cross ambulance corps 
and served in that capacity throughout the 
war. 

From 1871 to 1874 Dr. Fenger was prosector 
and duri 1873 and 1874 privat-docent at 
the Copenhagen City Hospital. In 1875 he 
went to Egypt and was a member of the’ 
Sanitary council and surgeon to the Khalifa 
district of Cairo. 

In 1877 Dr. Fenger came to Chicago, which 
has since been his home. In 1878 he became 
a member of the attending staff of the Cook 
County Hospital; in 1880 curator of the Rush 
Medical College Museum; in 1884 professor 
of clinical surgery at the College of Physi- 
clans and Surgeons; nine years later pro- 
fessor of clinical surgery at Chicago Medical 
College; and in 18998 was appointed to the 
chair of clinical surgery in Rush Medical 
College. . 

During his residence in Chicago he has 
been or is surgeon to Cook County, Presby- 
terian, Tabitha Norwegian, Passavant Me- 
morial, Lutheran, German, and German- 
American Hospitals. Re

The school should be 
a unit from the kindergarten to the untver- 
sity, guided by common principles of human 
nature and pervaded by common sympathy.”

The 
Prime Minister, pure and simple, is an ab- 
solutely honorary being, the honcrary Presi- 
dent of an irregular Council called the Cab- 
inet, in a constitutional monarchy whose 
nominal supremé medium of government is 
the fossil Privy Council. Uusualy the 
Prime Minister holds the position of First 
Lord of the Treasury, which is a kind of a 
survival, under the guise of a Treasury com- 
mission,.of the old Lord High Treasurer- 
ship, famiMar to the readers of early Eng- 
lish history. The Lord High Treasurership, 
Uke the Lord High Admiralship, is an office 
put in commission and certain indfviduals 
made Lord Commissioners. Salaries belong 
to their posts, and the First Lordship has 


being Chancellor of the Exchequer, once 
upon a time a mere executive clerk. 

At the present, the First Lordship of the 
Treasury, which in itself in purely an hon- 
‘orary office, is filled by Lord Salisbury’s 
nephew, A. J. Balfour, who gets a salary of 
£5,000 as a reward for fulfilling the duties 
of leader of the House of Commons. His 
Lordship could not be expected to oust his 
own nephew, and as Arthur Balfour has no 
love for a position that involves admin- 
istrative work of any description, poor old 
Lord Cross had to step down from the office 
of Lord Privy Seal, in order that the Prime 
Minister should not go without an income 
after surrendering the Foreign office, with 
its £5,000 a year. The Privy Seal is a sine- 
cure office, at a salary of £2,000. |

London’s Mob an Ugly One. 

All week there has been a great deal said 
and written about the disgraceful scenes ac- 
companying the demonstration of welcome to 
Lord Mayor Newton's body of City Imperial 
Volunteers last Monday. The crowd was 
certainly an ugly one—in many respects the 
ugliest I ever remember to have seen. At 
several points on Monday afternoon I touched 
it, and once or twice had some difficulty in 
preventing myself from getting swept into 
it. It was an appalling crowd, not only in 
its magnitude, but in the element of rough- 
ness exhibited by it. It is undoubtedly true 
the force of troops and police furnished to 
keep order throughout the long route followed 
by the volunteers was inadequate, and the 
War office authorities frankly admit that 
they did not possess enough men within the 
home military district to enable them to line 
the streets. Volunteers, raw youths from the 
office desks, were therefore called up, and 
the number of seasoned soldiers was a mere 
handful. Ten thousand police were on duty, 
and three times as many would have been 
required—that is to say, three times as many 
as we could possibly spare or possessed. 

Hence the crowd at repeated spots on the 
route got completely out of hand and broke 
up the procession into struggling single files. 
Crushes, rushes, outbreaks of passion, oc- 
curred at more than one point. Towards 
evening, the mass of drunkenness exhibited, I 
am assured by those who witnessed it, passed 
anything ever before seen in London streets. 

Everybody was amazed that the multitude 
should be so great after the disappointment 
of the previous Saturday. A great crowd on 
that half holiday was to be looked for, but 
nobody imagined that the workmen would 
leave their occupations and drag their fam- 
ilies to the streets, thousands of women 
with children in arms being there also, on * 
first working day of the week.

CHNSURE PREMIER'S. WORK 


SALISBURY’S CABINET DIS- 
LIKED BY HIS PARTISANS. 


Pre-election Pledges of the Marquis 
Disregarded in the Reconstruction 
—Appointments Considered Weak — 
Government’s Ruling Power Prac- 


One Family—Curson Slated to Suc-

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The Cabinet reconstruc- 
tion affords a splendid fllustration of Lord 
Salisbury’s contempt, alike for public opin- 
ion and the feeling of his own supporters. The 
latter are completely dumfounded and dis- 
gusted by his calmly ignoring all his ante- 
election pledges that the ministry should be 
reconstructed on the strongest possible lin 

Salisbury has merely shifted two quite un 
distinguished and unpromising under-secre- 
tartes, the Earl of Selborne and Brodrick, 
to charge of the War department and the 
Admiralty, having first promoted Lansdowne, 
the country’s intended scapegoat, to the most 
important office in the state. 


One Family Supplies Offices. 

The extent to which Salisbury confines his 
choice of Ministers within the family circle 
or the radius of the small and exclusive 
Cecil-Balfour coterie is most interesting. 
Lord Selborne is Salisbury’s only son-in-law. 
Brodrick’s wife is a sister of Lord Elcho, 
whose wife is a sister of George Wyndham. 
Both women possess exceptional talent and 
beauty, and have exercised a paramount in- 
fluence for years on Arthur Balfour’s poll- 
tics. The two Balfours are, of course, Salis- 
bury’s nephews. Lord Balfour of Burleigh, 
Secretary for Scotland, is their cousin. 

If the Duke of Devonshire and Joseph 
Chamberlain are included, the relatives and 
connections of the Prime Minister which 
constitute this group would be the real rul- 
ing body of the government, the remainder 
being mere ciphers. 


Salisbury’s “ Ring” Strengthened. 

By taking Brodrick and Selborne into the 
Cabinet, for which promotion Balfour of 
Burleigh is also named, the Balfour 
„ ring is made numerically more powerful, 
greatly to Chamberlain's chagrin and dis- 
appointment, as it is antagonistic to the 
fulfillment of his supreme ambition. 

To bar Chamberlain’s path to the Premier- 
ship is Salisbury’s main object, in which he 
is acting in concert with the Queen, who re- 
gards the growth of Chamberlain's influence

Curzon to Succeed Lansdowne. 

A story is current in high ministerial cir- 
cles that Lord Salisbury has an arrange- 
ment with the Marquis of Lansdowne to 
make way for Viceroy Curzon as Foreign 
Secretary when the latter’s Indian vice 
royalty terminates three years hence. :

Titled Men for Mayors. 

The general result of the new London 
borough elections is to place the deciding 
voice in a majority of the twenty-eight new 
corporations in the hands of the so-called 
independent or non-partisan members. 

The first ambition of the new municipali- 
ties seems to be to get good titled ground 
landlords as Mayors. The Duke of Norfolk is 
the first Mayor of Westminster, the Duke of 
Bedford of Bloomsbury, Viceroy Cadogan of 
‘Chelsea, the Marquis of Northampton of 
Finsbury, Lord Portman of Paddington, and 
the Duke of Portland of Marylebone.

ons. The colored boxer, as a rule, has a 


white manager. All fight promoters are 
white. Therefore when a colored fighter’s 
manager seeks a match he necessarily is 
compelled to talk business with the white 


‘promoter. The latter then scouts around for 


a fighter, generally a white, to meet the 


colored man, and the match, nine times out 


of ten is arranged. 

On the night of the fight as soon as the 
colored boxer puts up his hands voices from 
all parts of the hguse can be heard advising 
the white man to knock the negro’s head 
off. But do the advisers and partisans ever 
think that the colored man was placed in 
the ring by white men? And that a white 
man matched him because he wanted to see 
the white fighter’s head knocked off his 
shoulders or receive a good beating? 

If it is disgusting to some and obnoxious to 
others to see a colored man fighting a white, 
why not censure the latter for fighting a 
colored man? The white pugilist, tomy way 
of thinking, is more to blame for the affair 
than is the colored boxer. Fight spectators, 
Nowever, de not take that view of it, and 
instead of scoring the white men who 
matched the colored man and the white fight- 
er who condescends to meet him, they score 
the colored man. 

That, however, is not all, as race feelings 
are so strong it often blinds the spectators 
to such an extent they see only the good 


3 points of the white man. All men are con- 


sidered equal when they enter a contest re- 
gardiless of race or nationality, and those who 
cannot conscientiously take that view of it 
should censure, if anybody, those that are 


dccountable for the contests and the white 
man for agreeing to meet the black. 


Human nature, however, is a peculiar thing, 
especially with reference to race prejudice 
in pugilism. When a crackerjack colored 
neuer challenges a white man and the lat- 
ter does not accept the defi a cry will imme- 
diately be raised that the white man is afraid 
to fight. That is, the public abuses him for 
dodging the colored man, and when finally 
he is sandbagged into meeting the colored 
man the latter falls heir to the abuse prev. 
ously heaped upon the head of the white fight- 
er. Funny, is it not? But, nevertheless, it is 


true.

ITHACA MEN FURNISH SURPRISE 
OF THE DAY AT PRINCETON. 


First Half, One in Two Minutes of 
Play, and Nassau Men Fail to Score 
at All—Heonors Are Even in the geo- 
end Half — Wonderful Offensive 
Werk of the Victors and Effective 
Punting by Starbuck. 


Princeton, N. J., Nov. 3.—[{Special.}]—Cor- 
nell beat Princeton today, 12 to 0. The 
Ithacans, drilled to the minute, caught the 
green Princeton team in its half developed 
condition and ¢rushed it. 

A year ago tite Cornellians caught the 

team in the same way at Ithaca. 

But the victory then was only by five points, 
and the Tigers’ goal was not crossed, the sin- 
le score being due to a goal from the field: 
time Cornell’s victory was decisive and 
leaves no ground for equivocation. * 

For the first time in the history of the game 
at Old Nassau the Tigers were beaten on 
their own grounds, beaten by an impressive 
— beaten by a minor team. 

le defeat has deeply chagrined Prince- 
tonians, and especially since it is the second 
in succession from the same antagonist, it 
has not discouraged either the college or 
players to the extent of despairing of a vic- 
tory over Yale. For the Tiger team is only 
just beginning to be a team, and with two 
weeks for improvement Princeton men feel 
there is yet hope to pull out a victory over 
Yale, which is the chief aim after all of the 
Princeton football season. 

On defense the Cornell line was practically 
impregnable; the Cornell forwards crumpled 
the Princeton interference and smashed it to 
smithereens. Princeton was unable to make 
any gains on line plunges; time and again 
Full Back Mattis was hurled into the line, 
to be thrown back for a loss, or held without 
a foot advance. e only way in which 
Princeton was able to gain was by end runs 
by Hart and McClave, and these were in- 
variably counterbalanced whenever 
ton attempted to vary the play. 

Also Cornell handled the ball more surely, 
and the two touchdowns scored by the Itha- 
cans were due to fumbles and bad judgment 
of Quarter Back Duncan, following Star- 

s magnificent punting. While Mattis 
punted well, he was not up to Starbuck, who 
usually gained on the exchange five to ten 
yards. 


Cornell’s Great Offense. 

rnell had developed a system of offense 
. was nothing less than phenomenal. 
It worked like grease and with sledgeham- 
mer effect. Taking an extra man out of the 
line—sometimes a guard, sometimes a tackle 
the Ithacans hurled a mass of weight 
against the Princeton center, tackles, and 
guards which carried the Tiger line back 
yard by yard with erushing consistency. 
This style of play was varied by a double 
pass, following an attack on center, which 
completely bamboozled the Princeton ends 
and which brought Cornell's first touchdown 
almost before the game was under way. 

The second touchdown was earned on line- 
smashing tactics, with magnificent interfer- 
ence, before which the Princeton forwards 
went down as before a locomotive. .

afternoon, when the husky Iowa eleven, not 
content with killing the maroons’ champion- 
ship aspirations, piled sod after sod over the 
grave until the mound was seventeen points 


Not once did the maroons come within 
striking distance of Iowa's goal 
Hawkeyes crossed Chicago’s line twice, 
kicked a goal from the field, and would have 
added another five or six points to their score 
if the game had lasted another minute or two. 

Stagg’s men were outclassed, outgeneraled, 
and outplayed from the beginning to the 
end. Blunders, poor judgment, and fumbling 
combined to lose the maroons all the advan- 
tage they should have had in the first half, 
when with a gale of wind in their favor and 
the ball in Iowa’s territory most of the time 
Chicago failed to score a point. It was a 
blunder to keep Feil on the side lines with 
Warner outpunting Ervin yards at a time 
against that wind. It was wretched judg~ 
ment on the part ef Sheldon and Henry to let 
Warner repeatedly drive the ball over their 
heads. But in spite of blunders and the 
absence of any ability to catch a punt, the 
3 979 strong enough to pro- 

r own successfully throughou 
the first half. 

Then, in the second half, miserable judg- 
ment gave Iowa its first touchdown, when 
Chicago, after hurling back the Iowans and 
staving off defeat at their eight-yard line, 
tried to buck the line instead of punting the 
ball out of danger. A costly fumble, a few 
line bucks by Iowa, and the game was won, 
for af that first touchdown the maroon 
line, bruised and battered by their efforts to 
break up Iowa's mass plays, gave way re- 
peatedly afid enabled the visitors to score 
their second touchdown quickly- 

Chicago fought a plucky game against odds 
that were mostly due to thelr own faults. 
Until Stagg can teach his men the rudiments 
of the game (and one of those rudiments is 
the ability to catch a ball in the air) Chicago 
will be too severely handicapped to beat a 
strong eleven. 

It was a day for good football, with weather 
which suited spectators and players equally 
well. Nearly 6,000 people, seven or eight hun- 
dred of whom were rooters from Iowa City, 
filled the big grandstands three-quarters full. 
Everywhere the corn-hued colors of Iowa 
University were in evidence and seemed to 
predominate because of the marked contrast 
to the dark backgrounds. The Iowa support- 
ers were massed on the east side, and for the 
first half it was a battle of rooting, with the 
honors even But in the second half it was 
all, Iowa and the Hawkeye yell, so uncouth 
and unfamiliar at the outset, was taken up 
by many a Chicagoan joining in the chorus. 
A feature that roused a sympathetic cheer 
from all came in the second half, when 
an Iowa sympathizer sent a big bunch of yel- 
low chrysanthemums across the fleld to one 
of the disabled Iowa warriors. 

lowe Dispute Over the Rules. 

The game was long drawn out and tedious 
with injuries and disputes, and required over 
two hours to the full halves. It a 
rough game, in which any amount of Gul 
tackling went unpunis Both teams 
penalized,. but there were more instances 
that deserved punishment than received it. 


In the first half a novel point came up which 
the rules failed to cover so far as the of- 


cision was protested. With the ball close to 
the side line thirty yards from Iowa's goal, 
and in Chicago’s n, Henry made 
nearly ten yards, but the ball was called back 
because three of the maroons had lined up 
outside the side line. Stagg contended there 
was nothing in the rules to prevent, but 
Allen refused to go back on the precedents 
of fifteen years’ custom, and the play was 
not allowed to count. 

Iowa's boasted speed in starting did not 
show up except occasionally in the first half. 
Both teams were slow, and Iowa was espe- 
cially so toward the end of the game. There 
were long intervals between the different 
plays which were not due to injuries. Chi- 
cago, although slow in putting the ball in 
play, was faster than Iowa as a rule. 

When Chicago won the choice of goale and 
took the wind for the first half it was a 
cinch that the maroons would adopt a kick- 
ing game, and that was the program for a 
few minutes. Ervin punted on the first down 
after the kickoff, and Chicago’s defense was 
strong enough to compel Warner to return it 
after two downs. Sheldon misjudged the 
punt and took it running with the ball, being 
downed with no chance to run back. Again 
Ervin punted on the first down, this time to 
the center of the field, and, after finding 
Chicago’s line invulnerable, Warner booted 
the ball back, and it was ten yards nearer 
the Chicago goal than on his previous punt.

It was stated that if Johnson could his 
way clear he would take in either New York 
or Brooklyn, but the same old cry has gone 
up that it would be impossible for him to se- 
cure grounds in this locality. Ever since base- 
ball was placed upon a business basis in this 
city the impression has always prevhiled that 
grounds located beyond the limit of Man- 
hattan Island would not be favorable to the 
organization of a new club to represent New 
York. That argument appeared to be sound 
twelve years ago when John B. Day was 
compelled to vacate his plant at One Hundred 
and Tenth street and find another home. It 
will be remembered that in 1889 the New 
Yorks played during the early part of the 
season both at Jersey City and at Staten 
Island, where business was poor. Then the 
grounds at One Hundred and Fifty-fifth 
street were built and the dollars once more 
began to roll into the box offices. 

Ever since then the New York club has 
held forth in that part of the town, and be- 
cause of the monopoly of the polo grounds 
and its adjoining lot, now known as Colum- 
bia Field,baseball projectors have fought shy 
of this city. It has been pointed out many 
times that baseball cranks would not go to 
a ground north of the Harlem River, but 
that is a mere theory. With the present rall- 
road facilities it is possible to go by way of 
the Third avenue elevated road as far north 
as Fordham without change of cars, and 
is said to be a deal on whereby a 
similar arrangement can be made for 
through trains over the Sixth and Ninth 
avenue roads clear to Yonkers. The ex- 
tension of these lines would be over the old 
New York and Northern railroad. A vast 
amount of territory has been opened up 
in this way and the trolley system north of 
the river is far-reaching and fast. The 
contention is made, in view of these facts, 
that a ball ground located on any of these 
lines could be made to pay, providing base- 
ball could be made once more a popular at- 
traction and could win back the undivided 
support of the press. 

We are having at present an example of 
how far the public will travel to patronize 
a popular sport.

McMahon goes to the big horse auction 
in New York this month with the bay mare 
Aggie Medium, owned by C. C. Jerome of 
Chicago, and while there he will be on the 
lookout for likely material in the way ofa 
trotter or pacer,, several men who like to 
race having given him commissions to buy 
anything he thinks will do to train in 1901. 
McMahon has in mind one horse which is to 
be sold in New York, and I predict that, if 
he gets him, there will be another Chicago 
trotter in the 2:10 Ust by the close of next 
season. There are also some good ones to 
be offered at the auction to be held here 
soon by the Chicago Horse Sale company, 
and it is likely some of the best will stay 
here. Palmer L. Clark, who has the sale 
in hand, writes me that in the course of a 
Western trip he finds the interest in both 
the breeding and campaigning of trotters 
on the increase. Western people are recov- 
ering from the hard times that followed the 
panic of 1893, and are buying mares and 
stallions from which to breed future race- 
horses. They sold everything with hoofs 
on during the dull days,.but now they are 
getting back into the business again, and 
Mr. Clark is confident of a greatly increased 
interest in the harness horse of all grades 
throughout the entire West. 

The warm weather has made it possible to 
continue the training of horses in this lati- 
tude far beyond the ordinary time, and the 
Wheaton track is in active use. Bob Car- 
nathan is fitting the Jerome horses for the 
sales, as the entire string is to be disposed of 
this fall. Aggie Medium goes to New York, 
as the demand for high-class road horses 
is better there than here, but Balmy L., Ab- 
bott ‘Hill, Sally Hill, and others will be sold 
here. Oscar Ames, who did well this season 
with Normieda, Dr. Pitzer, and others, will 
send the first named to New York for sale, 
and with her record of 2:15% the mare should 
bring a good price. 

All these trainers, with others; will winter 
in Chicago, and McMahon already has some 
of the stalis in his Hoyne avenue barn filled. 
Major Muscovite is there, and last Thursday 
Alderman John Powers’ pacing mare Kitty 
Powers, 2:15%, a daughter of the trotter 
Charleston, was added to McMahon’s lot. 
She has been a mile faster than her record, 
and has stepped halves in 1:05 so easily she 
looks like a 2:10 candidate with another sea- 
son’s work. Levi Turner, who won his share 
of races this year with the Indiana trotter 
Alan, has a 3-year-old pacer by a son of Rob- 
ert McGregor, which he drove an easy mile 
at Wheaton the other day in 2:15; and from 
the way the colt stepped the last end of the 
journey Turner figures 2:12 would not have 
been beyond him. 

Mr. Gaylord Not an Amateur. 

Horsemen generally were surprised to learn 
from last Sunday's Tripuns that Ed Gay- 
lord of Denver, who drove the pacer Coney a 
mile to wagon at the Terre Haute meeting in 
2:03%, was not an amateur, and that there- 
fore the performance will have to come out 
of the records of the meeting. . 

At the time Coney went his mile there was 
no claim or thought that Gaylord was not an 
amateur. The feature of the performance 
that did not commend itself to amateurs was 
the fact that a hobbled horse was started. 
under conditions which claimed for him con- 
sideration asa gentleman's road horse. That 
any man would drive a hobbled horse for 
pleasure is absurd,.and every herse started 
on a racetrack with an amateur driver up 
should be eligible as a gentleman's roadster, 
which, of course, a hobbled pacer is not. For

START OF QUAIL, SEASON 


ALMOST ENOUGH TO TEMPT A MAN 
TO MISS THE ELECTION. 


Legal Period for Hunting Begins tn 
Illinois This Week and There Are 
Plenty of the Lively Little Birds 
This Fall — Indiana Is Also a Good 

State for Them — Suggestions Re- 
garding the Habits of the Game and 
How to Hunt for It. 1 
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IBT E. HOUGH.) 

The duck season has thus far proved a 
mal failure, partly on account of weather 
astonishingly mild and perhaps, if one may 
hazard so unpopular a suspicion, partly also 
on account of the gradual tapering off of the 
duck supply. The cheerful American view 
of these matters is that we ought to be able 
to market our wild poultry forever without 
troubling ourselves over the trifling details 
of renewing the supply. The sitting hen is 
not a pleasant object in the eye of the aver- 
age man, hence we abolish it from our 
thoughts. It is far more amiably acceptable 
to suppose that the wild fowl are born of 
spontaneous production; that they some- 
how are generated by the grass and the 
trees in some rather nebulous regian vague- 
ly known as up North.““ We shall always 
believe this pleasing notion until some day 
we wake up and find we have no more wild 
fowl. | 

That there is still a migratory flight of con- 
siderable extent is without question, and it 
is also no doubt true that the bulk of this 
flight now comes down over a line farther to 
the west than was the case a dozen years 
ago, but it is not within reason that we 
Should expect the old time abundance in a 


region showing such rapid change as has 


marked this part of the country in the last 
decade or more. Where reason fails to as- 
sure us of probability we still have left the 
great North American privilege of hope: 
hence we all continue to hope that the flight 
will be along before long. Such as the flight 
is to be, it should be in evidence now within 
the next ten days. Last week the birds were 
in Wisconsin, about 150 miles north of here, 
and the little change of weather would send 
them Beuth if they moved at all. It will in 
all Ukelthood be short and sweet this fall so 
far as the ducks are concerned, for much of 
the flight has already dropped down to the 
south of us by small installments and is 
now on the Texas gulf coast. None of the 
better ducking clubs of Chicage member- 
ship has sent in anything remarkable by 
way of bags this week, though some of the 
wise ones are s down now to the 
marshes in the expectation of meeting the 
birds there some time within the coming 


Presperity Quail Season. 

More important than the duck prob! 
the majority of the lovers of — ‘othe 
opening this week in Illinois of the quail 
season. If anything in the world could ex- 
cuse a man for missing election it is the be- 
ginning of the quail season, especially such 
& season as that which we are to have in 
Illinois this fall. Indeed, there are many 
shooters who would perhaps see wisdom ina 
constitutional amendment which would set 
the national election date at some other time 
of the year than early November, when quail 
are just getting ripe. One thing is sure, there 
are a goed many hundred shooters of Chi- 
cago who did not wait till after election be- 
fore going out for the first try at the crop of 


It is a prosperity quail crop this year, 
though at this date, two days before election, 
it is impossible to tell definitely whether this 
fact is attributable to Mr. McKinley or Mr. 
Bryan. Anybody who can walk ten miles a 
day and kill half his shots can have a full 
| dinner pail of the sweetest and gamiest game 
bird of America. It is commonly admitted 
we have more quail this year than at any time 
for thd last eight or ten years, and they are 
so generally distributed that they are within 
the reach of all, as the dry goods advertise- 
ment says. 
Our two great quail States in this vicinity 
are Illinois and Indiana. Wisconsin has some 
quail, many more than she had ten years ago, 
for this bird seems to be slowly working 
northward, but the average Chicago shooter 
does not look northward for his quail shoot- 
ing. ‘Much the.same is to be said of Michigan, 
though the latter State has much more and 
much better quafl shooting than our neigh- 
bor orf the immediate north. Of our two 


southern Chicago provinces, Indiana 
is on the average better for the 
Bob than Ulinois, for rea- 


sons of cover and, strange as it may 
appear, also fer reasons of climate. We can 
not raise peaches in this city, but they can 
directly across the lake from us, where the 
mean winter temperature is much higher 
than it is on the western side of the lake. It 
may be this fact which makes the Prairie 
State less reliable, year after year, for the 
lover of the little brown birds which, plucky 
as they are, cannot withstand too much of 
wind and ice and snow. 

, Good and Bad Quail Winters. 

A good corn country is one of the pleasant- 
est in the world for quail hunting. and the 
birds are fond of the cornfield, but, unless 
they have also some heavier cover at hand, 
they are apt to perish in times of heavy 
storms, and especially in cases where a 
heavy sleet or rain has been followed by a 
sharp freeze, sealing up the feed under a 
coat impenetrable to the feeble efforts of the 
birds. Such hard winters are the causes of 
the failures of the quail crop, and the fact 
that the last winter was a favorable one, 
and the spring weather not too wet for the 
nesting, is the cause of the good supply of 
birds which we happen to have this fall. 
This abundance is prevalent over a large 
part of the Mississipp! Valley. All that part 
of Indiana and Illinois lying adjacent to the

: Visit the Barber. 

Having, then, the time and the gun, but 
having no companion and no hunting place 
assured, take the train as before said, and 
go south a hundred miles or so. Suppose 
you start at about midnight, and ride till 
about daybreak, and then get off the car on 
general principles. About you lies a land to 
be discovered, with all its uncertainties to 
pique your curiosity and challenge your 
ability as a hustler. Go to the hotel and 
pay your 35 cents for breakfast. The coffee 
will be pretty bad, but the ham and eggs will 
be pretty good. Take your time, for you 
must now wait till the barber shop opens. 
Not that you want the barber to perform any 
tonsorial operation for you, but because you 
want to have a heart to heart talk with him 
about a little quall hunt: You have never 
seen him, and you have no letter of intro- 
auction to him, but in this little community 
there are other ways. The barber is the man 
you want to have go shooting with you. 
You will see his bird dog lying under the 
chair as you go into the shop. If the town 
cannot support a barber, and if that barber 
does not shoot, then that 1 — a

— that is what the barber is there for.

He will go with you, or, if he cannot, he will 
know who can.

It is November, and there has been a frost. 
The air is keen and bracing, and as you 
start out you feel as though you could walk 
a hundred miles without getting tired. You 
will not feel so much that way at night, but 
never mind, for it is not yet night. The 
barber safs he thinks he knows where there 
are a few birds, out on So and So’s farm, 
and you walk or drive out that way, and the 
barber asks the boy at the farm if he has 
seen any quail. The boy says he has seen 
big drove of em just along the edge of 
the timber lot. You turn thither, and before 
long the hunt has really begun. 

Habits of the Bird, 

In hunting quali, the habits of the bird 
must, of course, be understood. These birds 
feed in the open fields, on the corn or wheat 
stubbles, in the morning and evening—most 
certainly in the evening. Early in the morn- 
ing, before they have moved much, you will 
find them at the edge of open woods or even 
in meadows or the edge of sloughs where 
the grass is not high. On dark, rainy days 
.they stay huddled late in the morning. As 
it grows a bit warmer the birds walk out 
into the flelds to feed. They often roost all 
night in the corn fields. When ig gets bright 
and warm the bevy will walk back out of the 
stubble field into the edge of s@me warm 
woods or some brier thicket or hedge row, 
where they will bunch up and sun themselves 
comfortably. If flushed in the field they will 
‘scatter and take to the woods and thickets 
as fast and as far as they can go. In the 
evening they whistle to each other if scat- 
tered, and sometimes do so in the middle of 
the day. Late in the afternoon they go out 
on to the fields again to feed, slowly walking 
out, about dark, to get ready for the roost. 
A bevy of quails in getting ready to roost 
uses some headwork. The leader knows a 
thing or so about minks, skunks, weasels, 
and foxes. The flock will never walk right 
up to the roosting place, but will walk part 
way, then take wing, and so break the trail 
of scent they leave behind them. They 
alight well bunched and then huddle up 
with their heads pointing outward, so that 
if startied they will scatter at once in many 
different directions. This last habit is what 
confuses many a novice at quail shooting. 
The birds burst up in a tearing, roaring 
body, filling the air for the time with a 
mass of objects each as big as a meeting- 
house. Startled at this awful noise and this 
bewildering picture, the tenderfoot at the 
game usually does one of two things—he 
either fires point blank at the flock or else 
waits for a fatal instant only to see the air 
all at once vacant and the humming, whirling 
objects vanished absolutely. There is no 
time to wait, but there is ample time to 
shoot. You are most apt to miss when vou 
think you are most apt to kill. 

Pick Out One to Fire At. get 
Do not shoot at the flock; for if you do you 
will hit nothing. Pick out some ar 
bird, and never change from that one. Go 
just a little ahead of him if you can, and if 
you can’t, do the best you can. The cylinder 
will do the rest. Be sure of your first barrel, 
and if you miss with it, follow the same bird 
with the second and you will be much more 
apt to kill it with the second shot, for it is 
by that time far enough away for the shot to 
scatter a little. The art of shooting doubles 
with a certain regularity is something which 
comes a little later in the game than the first 
day of the season. The barber can do it 
because he is used to it. He can also tell you 
where your bird fell, which is something 
which in your excitement you perhaps could 
not do. The barber's dog will do most of the 
finding of the dead birds, 3

It was impossible to get accurate figures 
from more than twenty-one of * Pitts- 


churches. The average was 728, and the 
total 15,288. Two of the four pastors ques- 
tioned said the number in attendance was 
larger than on the same date last ear. 


Conditions in Other Cities. 
The Cincinnati count covered seventeen 
churches, including 8 Baptist, 
Christian, Presbyterian, Latheran, 


down-town, in Mount 1 and in Wal- 
nut Hills. Three sextons reported a falling 
off, and five pastors expressed the opinion 
that the congregations were slightly larger 
than last year, and one that hid were con- 
siderably larger. Statements from other 
people carried out the opinions of pastors. 
Smal churches only were selected, but the 
total attendance was 9,061. 

In St. Paul and Minneapolis returns from 
seventeen churches were obtained and the 
total attendance was 19,208. Five churches 
showed that attendance upon their services 
is larger this fall than last. Two pastors 
admitted attendance to be smaller. and four 
said they were holding their own. The others 
did not know about attendance records. The 
Rev. L. A. Clevenger of Calvary Baptist 
Church, Minneapolis, said: 

After twenty years’ regular attendance 
upon church services and fifteen years’ ex- 
perience in the pastorate, it is my conviction 
that the church is gaining in its influence.“ 

Eighteen San Francisco churches, selected 
at random and covering all the principal 
Protestant bodies, were tested. The total 
attendance for the day was only 6,324, but 
of the eighteen nine showed the attendance 
to be on the increase. . That is, such was the 
testimony of the sexton. The striking feature 
was the small proportion of men. 


counted and a total of 4,275 persons found at 
morning and evening services. The list in- 
cluded Methodist, Episcopal, Baptist, Pres- 
byterian, and Christian churches. In six of 
the nine the proportion of men to women was 
a little below two to three by actual count. 
Counts were not made in all other cities, but 
where they were the Louisville portion 
seems to be about normal or a little above. 

In St. Louis five sextons said the count 
showed larger attendance this year than last, 
but declared there was no special reason. 
Churches in which attendance was counted 
include Methodist, Christian, Episcopal, 
Lutheran, United Brethren, Congregational, 
and Presbyterian South. The total number 
present at eighteen churches was 11,502. 
The largest attendance found was 751. 

Figures on Sunday Schools. 

Some inquiries were made concerning at- 
tendance at Sunday schoole and Sunday 
school conditions. Exact figures could not 
be obtained, but written statistics were fur- 
nished by a large number of superintendents. 
Among Presbyterians North there were some 
despondent figures and letters, but among 
the Christians, among Lutherans and Epis- 
copallans the testimony was overwhelming 
to the effect that attendance shows a healthy 
growth and that methods of instructions are 
making marked advances.

But few of these men 
are welcomed, however, as the professional 
hobo has no use for the city man, scorning 
him as one afraid to face the hardships of

KEEP OUT OF POLITICS. 

An idea of colonizing the residents of Fish- 
town was entertained for a time by some 
North Side ward politicians, but when the 
proposition was made to the hobos they 
threw up their hands in what was described 
by the politiclans as holy horror.“ Politics 
and the voting booth are things the profes- 
sional hobos avoid as one would a rattle- 
snake. The proposition of the politicians 
threw them into fits of prostration, from 
which they did not recover until it was made 
plain to them that no coercion would be 
used and they would not be thrown out of 
their fish boxes on account of their refusal.

4 NEW WARDS IN CHICAGO. 

When the Aldermanic committee 
to prepare a new ward scheme began its 
work it was in possession of the necessary 
instructions and information. Its members 
had before them the law, which requires the 
wards to be as nearly equal in population 
and as nearly compact as to territory as 
possible. They had before them also the 
federal census figures of population by pre- 
cincts. These are the only authoritative 
figures. Therefore the duty. of the commit- 
tee was to lay out the city into thirty-five 
yeasonably compact wards, each with a pop- 
ulation of about 48,000, 

Exact equality is impossible and is un- 
necessary. It is well known that wards 
which are equal in population this year will 
not be 80 a year hence. Some will gain 
and others will lose. No blame would have 
been attached to the Council committee, 
therefore, if it had given the growing out- 
side wards rather less and the interior, los- 
ing wards, rather more than the average 
population of 48,000. While the outlying 
wards would have the smaller population at 
the outset they would not be short in num- 
bers for more than a year or two. In the 
meanwhile and for some time afterwards 
their Aldermen would have more to do than 
those of interior wards. In the latter the 
necessary public improvements would be 
made. In the outside wards they would 
remain to be made. 

These were the ideas entertained by the 
members of the committee when they began 
their work. They saw clearly the advis- 
ability. of giving the growing wards the 
smaller population. But their completed 
work shows that they have in some in- 
stances disregarded that theory and have 
acted on a totally different one. The new 
Second Ward, which is not going to gain 
rapidly in population, has only 44,000 in- 
habitants, or less than the average, while 
it might fairly have been given rather more 
than the average. No one will blame the 
people who live between Twenty-second 
and Twenty-sixth streets for objecting to 
being swallowed up in the First Ward and 
becoming the subjects of Coughlin. and 
Kenna. Nothing would have been easier 
for the committee, however, than to carry 
the Second Ward farther south and thus 


give it the proper population. 


The new Fourteenth Ward, an inside one, 
which will decrease in population, starts out 
with only 34,000, while the new Twenty- 
eighth, Thirty-third, and Thirty-firat, which 
are increasing rapidly in population, start 
out with 50,000, or 2,000 more than the aver- 
age. The Twenty-second, with a limited 
capacity for growth, has 44,000, while the 
Twenty-third has 52,500. 

There is no mystery as to the reason for 
these irregularities in population and in the 
outlines of some of the wards. The com- 
mittee lost sight of the law in its eagerness 
to devise a plan which interfered with the 
selfish personal interests of the smallest 


possible number of Aldermen, and hence 


might get the necessary number of votes. 
The committee has made a plan which is in 
sime respects a gerrymander instead of a 
fair redistricting. It would have acted more 
wisely had it prepared a legitimate plan 
and trusted to the influence of public senti- 
ment on the Council to secure its adoption. 

The voters will not find fault with a ward 
scheme where each ward is given the same 
population. They will accept cheerfully 
one which makes light allowance for the 
greater growth of some wards. They will 
not sanction a redistricting where the ine- 
qualities in population are in the wrong dl- 
rection and which is devised in the interest 
of Aldermen alone—some of them Aldermen 
whose presence in the Council * no ad- 
vantage to the city.

Those are the 
States which the Democratic party used to 
rely on in the days when it was not a Bryan- 
ite organization to supplement the votes of 
the solid South and elect its Presidential 
candidates. Those three States have now 
forty-six Representatives, or néarly 12.9 
per cent of the whole number. In a House 
of 875 they would have fifty members, or 
13.8 per cent. 

The New England States, exclusive pa 
Connecticut, will lose slightly in influence, 
while the three Pacific coast States will 
gain. The Rocky Mountain States and 
those lying between them and the Missouri 
will lose in power. It is not unlikely that 
Kansas and Nebraska, which made such 
gains in representation between 1870 and 
1890, will each lose a member, 

The seven States of Ohio, Indiana, Michi- 
gan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Minne- 
sota have now ninety-six Representatives. 
The next apportionment will probably give 
them four more—two in Illinois and two in 
Minnesota. But in spite of these gains the 
percentage of. representation of the seven 
States will be about one-fifth of 1 per cent 
less in a House of 375 members than it is 
in the present House.

through which our earth travels around the sun in one year is so great that 


a fast train traveling at the rate of sixty miles an hour would have to con- 
tinue at that rate day and night for 840 years to cover the distance around 
the orbit. Supposing now that we represent the earth’s orbit by a ring of a 
diameter of eighteen millimeters, the nearest star would, on the same scale, 
be 2.5 kilometers distant from the ring. The star Vega; in the Lyre, accord- 
ing to the same scale, would even be fifteen kilometers from the ring. 

One of the most important discoveries of the century consisted in the 
establishment of the fact that our sun moves toward Vega with a velocity 
of about sixteen kilometers a second. At the present time we are billions 
of miles nearer to Vega than ten years ago, and we still continue on our 
flight. When and where that flight began; when, where, and how it will 
end, we do not know. It is generally accepted by astronomers that no star 
stands still in apace, but that every one of them has its individual orbit.

Not less.than 2,500,000 tourists have visited 
Switzerland and traveled through its Alpine 
scenery between the beginning of the year 
and this October. As the country has only 
2,933,000 inhabitants, the value of this im- 
mense flood of visitors can be estimated 
readily, and it is only natural that the Swiss 
authorities and people should use all possi- 
ble means to hush up the facts regarding 
the unusual number of fatalities. But they. 
have been so many and accompanied with 
such dramatic circumstances that it was 
not possible to hide them all. 

The huge Olperer, in the Ziller Thal of the 
Swiss Tyrol, has six victims to its credit. 
Four of them perished at the same time. 
They were students from Innsbriick and 
Vienna, and they had made a party to as- 
cend half way up the side of the mountain 
to see the sun rise on the following morn- 
ing. But they: did not reach their destina- 
tion. Two days after they had started they 


were found at the foot of a precipice. Their 


bodies were shockingly mapgied. A mass 
of dirt and rock which covered them par- 
tially told the story. They had been 
caught in the path of a landslide, which had 
carried them over the brink with probably 
not a second’s warning. Shortly afterward, 
another party of four, again students from 
Vienna, started over almost the same path. 
When they reached a part of the mountain 
where an immense wall towers over the 
road, which is scarcely wide enough there 
to permit the passage of a single person; 
one of the party began to sing. His voice 
scarcely had begun to echo among the 
rocky walls before there was a tremendous 
roar far overhead, and almost instantly an 
avalanche of stones swept down on them. 
They, too, were carried over the brink, but 
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luckily managed to hold fast to some stunt- 
‘ea pine trees, which broke their fall. When 

reached them they were near death. 
One had both his feet smashed so that they 
had to be amputated at once. The others 
managed to escape without permanent dis- 


ability. 
Corpses Found in Chaam.- 
Hardly had the excitement over these ac- 
cidents died away when a party of moun-

Wedged in Torrent’s Bed. 


A little more than a month ago 4 Miss 
Thompson, an English tourist, was found 
dead wedged in the rocky bed of a torrent 
in the Engelberg—Angel Mountain—in Un- 
terwald, Switzerland. She had been miss- 
ing for two months. When she left her 
hotel it had been with the intention of tak- 
ing a stroll up a road which was considered 
perfectly safe. But she must have wan- 
dered from the path and slipped down the 
rocks. Two d after the finding of her 
body Erich Schandibauer, the 14-year-old 
son of a hotelkeeper in Zell, fell over the 
edge in the High Way over the Moserboden 
and was picked up with injuries that it is 
thought will prove fatal. On the same day 
a young woman fell in the Schneeberg and 
14 right foot. 

same week a carpenter named 
Wessak, from Berlin, climbed 6,000 feet to 
the peak of the Hoefaet Mountain, near 
Oberstdorf, in the Tyrol. Having accom- 
plished the feat successfully, he wished to 
take a souvenir of the achievement with him. 
He climbed out to the edge of the wall, where 
it descends sheer for 2,000 feet, and leaned 
over to pick a sprig of edelweiss, the beauti- 
ful and rare plant that grows only in the 
most inaccessible places of the highest Alps. 
The earth on which he had braced his knees 
crumbled away and he dropped like a plum- 
met. Days passed before his body could be 
recovered.

A party set out at once to get the 
woman's body. They found her terribly hurt, 
but alive, and carried her to the village, The 
surgeons hardly expect that she can recover, 
‘however. The man will escape with his life. 


Slid over the Brink. 


Late last month an official Alpine guide 


escorted à party up the Dent Blanche, the 
t mountain in the southern part of 
alais. It is 14,318 feet high, and hun- 
dreds of Alpine cranks feel that they can- 
not be happy until they climb it. In this 
cage, the party had an accident in the worst 
stage of the journey. Two of the men 
slipped, and, once started, slid like lightning 
toward the brink of a deep fissure in the 
glacier. The guide rushed down to them 
and threw himself in front of them. This 
checked their descent, but he went over and 
was killed. et 
Near Bosen, in the Tyrol, a tallor from 
Gries lost his way in the mountains, and, 
making a misstep in the darkness, fell into 
the dry. bed of a mountain stream, where 
his body was found many days erward. 
Judge Reming of Berlin, who had been re- 
ported as missing, was found dead last week 
in a mountain gorge, near Oberstdorf, Ty- 
rol. He had left one of the refuge stations 
to ascend the mountain and had fallen al- 
most within sight of the caretaker. At 
about the same time the quest for edelweiss 
demanded another viotim in the person of u 
oung salesman in the Hochlantsch. He 
hed climbed out on a bowlder to pluck the 
plant, and his weight loosened the rock. 
It went into the abyss with him. He fell 
several hundred yards and was dead at 


once. . 
The last victim of the Gross Glockner, in 
the Austrian Alps, was a Berlin capitalist, 


who died on the Scharten Glacier, in view. 
of his wife. 


Victims of the Gross Glockner. 

The Gross Glocker has a long list of vie- 
tims for its own from the first year when man 
tried to climb its heights. It isa wonderfully 
beautiful mountain, and the inhabitants of 
the Salzburg region assert that it is the high- 
est mountain in the eastern Alps. This, 
however, is not true. But it has the respect- 
able height of 11,300 feet. In the little grave- 
yard at its base—a graveyard almost as fa- 
thous as is the mountain—there lie many 
strange bedfellows. Names with imposing 
titles, names of men who were famous in 
their day, are carved on wooden crosses side 
by side with the names of humble guides. 
The majority of the wooden crosses are paint- 
ed blue or red. A great cross of black mar- 
ble which towers commandingly over the 
rest marks the grave of the famous moun- 
tain climber, Margrave Alfred Pallavicini, 
who was hurled to his death from the Glock- 
ner Wall in 1886. In a niche near him lies his 
comrade, who died with him—Crommeilin, an 
attaché of the Dutch Embassy. Near them 
sleep the two guides who perished at the 
same time. 

Another cross is over the grave of the 
beautiful young daughter of General von 
Sonklar, the famous geographer. She fell 
from the Boese Platte—the Bad Shelf—while 
trying to pick edelweiss. 

The catastrophe which cost the lives of the 
Margrave Pallavicini and his companions 
was caused by a snow avalanche, for which 
both the nort and the southwest peaks 
of the Glockner are notorious. It over- 


_whelmed them suddenly and tossed them like 


snowflakes 3,000 feet deep into the Glockner- 
Kar, a vast hole between the two mountain 


The mountain owes its name of Great Bell 
to a wonderful peak which is shaped ex- 
actly like a great bell of ice. The old name 
was Emperor’s Bell.“ The story attached 
to it is that once upon a time it was the cus- 
tom of all church bells to fly out of their 
spires in the first week in Lent and make a 
pligrimage to Rome. But one year the huge 
bell of the Salzburg Cathedral enjoyed itself 
too well in the sunny land of Italy and did 
not return with the other bells. When she 
did finally start for home she was a-wearied, 
and sat down to rest on the top of the moun- 
tain. While she was resting all the church 
bells began to ring for Easter morning. As 
punishment for her delay the Salzburg 
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was cursed on the spot and changed into 
snow and ice, and there she must sit forever, 
frowning and mute. 

The Watzmann Mountain, ascent of which 
is forbidden now, so far as the glasier wall 
is concerned, is in Berchtesgaden, Switzer- 
land. It is only a perfect maniac of a moun- 
tain “ fex —as Europeans have christened 
the Alpine-mad climbers—who would dream 
of essaying the task, anyway. ‘From the 
peak direct to the Koenigsee—the King’s 
Lake—a wall descends as straight as the wall 
of a house for almost 6,000 feet. The least 
slip in crawling along this terrible place is 
fataL There are spots along the wall where 
one really has to hold on with his eyetids. 
Certainly one feels the need for pressing 
every inch of his body firmly against the 
stone face of the precipice. Just why any 
man should be crazy enough to wish to climb 
this place is puzsiing. But got men alone 
have done it. A fep years ago a Vienna 
woman did it without even a guide. It is 
a good thing that the authorities have for- 
bidden any more attempts.

The 
law ¢xacts something more of the fisher- 
man; he cannot even give his catch away 
beyond State boundaries; cannot take his 
biggest specimens with him if he lives out- 
side of the State or Territory in which they 
were caught. | — 


FAULT OF POT-HUNTERS. 

The pot shooter and the seine dragger have 
been responsible for all of this. In the trail 
of each of them has been wiliful sleughter. 
Whote coveys of quails, prairie chickens, 
apd partridges were once trapped in one 
net, or killed by a heavy charge of shot fired 


into them as they crouched in coverts. It 
Was the common boast of the market hunter | 
that at one shot he had killed every bird | 


in a flock of quails. In the same manner the 
market fisherman with his explosives, drugs, 
or his nets destroyed countless thousands of 
the small fry of the game fishes, while he 
tugged to land the coarse buffalo, bullpouts, 
and catfish of the streams. 

Time was in the memory of even young 
mem when there were no game laws. It was 
‘believed that the fish of the streams and the 
fowls of the air were all-sufficient. But as 
the pot hunter slaughtered his way into 
their ranks and the culkivation of the prairies 
and the destruction of the forests came, they 
thinned until extinction seemed imminent. 
Now, seeking to undo that which is done, 
we have the game problem. ’ 


SUPPLY NOW SMALL. ° 

As an indication of the changes that have 
come over the game fish markets of Chi- 
cago within even ten years a person fa- 
miliar with the South Water street of ten 


years ago needs only to walk down that 


business thoroughfare today. Firms that 
once made a specialty.of wild game in fall 
and winter make no effort now to keep it. 
They handle such game as may be con- 
signed to them from Missouri and Nebraska, 
but there is no spirit in the business. The 
inguisitions of the game wardens are re- 
sented and the intricacies of the game laws, 
with their recurring changes, make troubles 
for the commission merchant. 

George S. Sloan has been in the game com- 
He does 
mot expect to be in it much longer, for he 


believes that within a year Nebraska and 


Missouri will have shut down on shipment 
privileges. When they do, unless the laws 
of some or the other States are changed, 
this will leave*the mere possession of game 
in South Water street a prima facie evidence 


SUPPLY NEARLY SHUT OFF. 

“It is too much to expect that Missouri 
and Nebraska lawmakers will not give way 
to the general sentiment toward transported 
game,” said Mr. Sloan. When they shall 
forbid the shipping of it, the Chicago market 
Will be empty of all game. Game killed in 
Hlinois is not allowed to be sold at all, and 
the Lacey act is sweepingly prohibitive, in 
anton to State statutes. 

There will be virtually no deer in South 
Water street this winter. There are none in 
Nebraska and not many will be killed in Mis- 
uri this winter. The result is that venison 
this season in Chicago will cost three times 


much as it did last winter. Last year I

Methods in game handling in South Water 
street have changed a good deal in recent 
years. The time was when all game birds 
were drawn by the hunter and when rabbits 
and squirrels were dressed. Nowadays a 
bird that is drawn is more or less unmarket- 
able. A pair of grouse, undrawn, that will 
sell for 90 cents to $1 at wholesale, will bring 
only 50 to 75 cents a pair drawn. The moro 
liberal use of ice in shipping and caring for 
game has made drawing less a necessity, 
and again the unruffied plumage of a bird has 
a good deal to do with its marketableness. 
In the icebox of the restaurateur the un- 
drawn bird ripens better and acquires 
the flavor that is esteeméd by epicures.

tar as it protects game,” said he. It need 


be, I would say stop the killing of game for 
three years or five years or ten years—but 
stop it. Then if a three months’ open season 
is too long, make it a two months’ season or 
a one month’s season. But, having an open 
season for game that is the property of the 
State and allowing any citizen to kill it, if he 
has the time and the expertness to do it. 
there can be no justification for making it a 
crime to sell that game to a man who would 
like to eat it. In brief, I say put all the pro- 
tection necessary around game, but don’t 
make it contraband on the market. 

“As it is now, game fs killed in season. 
and if it comes from Missouri or Nebraska a 


restaurant may serve it in season. We are 


under the eye of game wardens at all times, 


and occasionally we are in trouble. Why? 
Simply because a man comes in and wants 
a game bird served. We tell him it cannot be 
done. He says that it is done; that if we 
won't do it he knows where he can get it. 
What are we to do? Why, serve the bird 


and pay the fine if we have to.“ 


JAPANESE PHEASANTS. 
Mr. Stites is an admirer of the Japanese 


. Pheasant and looks to it to replace the prairie 


chicken and the partridge in the markets. 
He regards it as a finer dish than either of 
these native birds. Its plumpness, juciness, 
and white meat make it an attractive bird, 
while in flavor it is all that can be desired. 

In the fifteen years that Mr. Stites has 
watched the Chicago markets game and 
fish have tripled in prices. | 

August Hirth of Spalding’s is in close touch 
with Chicago sportsmen who go with rod and 
gun into neighboring States. He says that 
in the main these sportemen recognize the 
necessity of the transportation clause in the 
game laws, but hid that so far as it pro- 
hibits a spo from taking his game 
home it is an unnecessary hardship. 

“To begin with,” said Mr. Hirth, no 
sportsman kills more game than he can 
rightfully dispose of and he never sells it. 
He has friends to whom he gives such of it 
as he cannot consume himself. It is one of 
the chief pleasures of the sportsman to be 
abie in this way to supply the table of his 
friends. Now, the weakness of the law that 
prohibits such transportation of game is 
that it puts no limit on the game that may be 
killed, but rather deals with the disposition 
of game that is already dead, and which in 


In so many of the Northern and Western 
States where these game laws are strictest 
the visits of Chicago sportsmen are counted 
upon vy resort keepers, by farmers, and the 
email business-men of the country towns. 
Yet things are put in the way of their having 
the sport that they pay for. 

“For instance, not long ago one of the 
best known sportsmen in Chicago went duck 
shooting ia Minnesota. in that State no 
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license is required ef a persen sheeting birds 
and no license was taken out by the man and 
his party. @ne day, however, the Sheriff of 
the county came to the hotel with warrants 
for the arrest of the whole party.. They were 
out at the time, but when it became known 
to the hunters that the officer meant to serve 
the warrants the whole party left the coun- 
ty rather than face the trouble and notoriety 
of proving themselves innocent of law- 
breaking.“ 
RADICAL GAME LAWS. 

A paragraph from the IIlinois law, with 
reference to the transportation of game, in- 
dicates how radical that phase of the game 
laws is made. Section 2 of the Illinois law 
reads: i 
“It shall be unlawful for any person to 
transport, carry, or convey any of the 
aforesaid quail, pennated grouse, or prairie 
chicken, ruffed grouse or pheasant, squirrel, 
or wild turkey that shall have been caught, 
ensnared, entrapped, or killed within the 
limits of this State, knowing the same to have 
been sold, or to transport, cafry, or convey 
the same to any place where it is to be soid 
or offered for sale or to any place outside 
of the State for any purpose except such per- 
son ha ve a license from this State so to do.“ 

Kansas only has a more drastic law than 
this, which reads in point: “ It shall be un- 
lawful at any time to buy, sell, barter, ship 


in section 1.“ In Colorado, Idaho, and Mon- 
tana the sale of game is prohibited. Killing 
game for sale is forbidden in Alabama, In- 
diana, Iowa, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee, Wyoming, and in some of the 
counties of Maryland. 
It is in sympathy with such local laws as 


these that the federal Lacey act was passed

or birds have been killed in violation of the laws 
of the State, Territory, or District in which the 
same were killed; provided, that nothing hérein 
shall prevent the transportation of any dead birds 
or animals killed during the season when the 
same may be lawfully captured and the export of 
which is not prohibited by law in the State, Terri- 
tory, or District in which the same are killed. 
Section 4. That all packages containing such 
dead animals, birds, or parts thereof, when shipped 
by interstate commerce as provided in section 1 
of this act, shall be plainly and clearly marked, 
so that the name and address of the shipper and 
the nature of the contents may be readily ascer- 
tained on inspection of the outside of such pack- 
ages. For each evasion or violation of this act 
the shipper shall, upon conviction, pay a fine of 
not exceeding $200; and the consignee, knowingly 
receiving such articles so shipped and transported 
in violation of this act, shall, upon conviction, 
pay a fine of not exceeding $200; and the carrier 
knowingly carrying or transporting the same shall, 
upon conviction, pay a we of not exceeding $200. 
Section 5. That all dead bodies or parts thereof 
of any foreign game animals or game or song 
birds, the importation of which is prohibited, or 
the dead bodies or parts thereof of ahy wild game 
animals or game or song birds transported into any 
State or Territory or remaining therein for use, 
consumption, sale, or storage therein shall, upon 
arrival in such State or Territory, be subject to 
the operation and effect of the laws of such State 
or Territory enacted in the exercise of its police 
powers to the same extent and in the same manner 
as though such animals and birds had been pro- 
duced in such State or Territory, and shall not be | 
exempt therefrom by reason of being introduced 
therein in original or otherwise. This 
act shall not prevent the importation, transporta- 
tion, or sale of birds or bird plumage manufac- 
tured from the feathers of barnyard fowl. 


EFFECTIVE FEDERAL LAW. 

It is only under the“ provided “ clause of 
section 3 of this bill that game is now com- 
ing into Chicago from Nebraska and Mis- 
souri. Nebraska had a non-shipping clause 
in its laws, but at the last session of the 
Legislature’ it was repealed. When it and 
Missouri shall come to forbid the shipment 
of game across the State’s boundaries this 
federal law will be effective in bulwarking 
the local legislation. 

Just to the extent that game hasbeen af- 
fected by legislation the game fishes of the 
States have been influenced. Trafficin game 
fishes has been seriously handicapped in 
every State lying close to Chicago. The lone 
angler who goes for his bait-casting outing 
in the early summer has a hard time to 
smuggle his exhibition fish through. 

Time was when whitefiah and trout from 


Lake Superior sold in the Chicago market 
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for five cents a pound. Today they bring 
nearly feur times as much. 

There are several reasons for this,” said 
the manager of one of the big fish houses in 
Chicago. In the first place, of course, we 
don’t make such catches as we once did. 
In the second place, more people are eating 
fish today than ever before in the history of 
the country. 

It would not be true to say that any sec- 
tion of the great lakes is fished out. There 
are times when we cannot take fish in pay- 
ing quantities in certain portions of Lake 
Superior, but if not there we find the fish 
somewhere else. They will have simply 
moved. But there is no authority for saying 
that the whitefish of the great lakes is dis- 
appearing. 


FISH IN GREATER DEMAND. 

It these fish of the lakes are commanding 
better prices today, it is because they are 
more in demand. It is not so iong ago that 
the inland residents of lllinots were supplied 
with fish from the wagons that drove inland, 
peddling the results of their catch. This was 
the beginning of the trade. As ice came to 
be more plentiful a cold storage and refriger- 
ator car developed, the country that could 
not be reached by the fish wagon began to 
draw upon the fish supply of the lakes. This 
trade has grown enormously. | 
a general thing this large demand fs 
fully met by the lake fisheries. Sometimes, 
owing to physical conditions, a catch may be 
insufficient, just as at other times the fisher- 
les may become overstocked. There is no in- 
dication of failure in the supply.

For- 
tune, however, deemed it otherwise; and for 
many years caused McAuley to regard as a 
happy moment his meeting with the stranger 
upon the roadway in Ireland. . 

His first work in the new country was that 
of a sweeper on the old Galena raijroad, that 
in 1849 ran only three miles and a half out 
of the city. Perched on one side of the cow- 
catcher of the Elgin,“ McAuley’s duties 
were to hold a broom hard down on the 
strap rail in front of him, keeping it clear of 
dust, sand, and gravel, thus preventing the 
engine and cars from being derailed... 

Twas not a hard job,“ said McAuley in 
a retrospective mood last week, kr there 
was nathin’ t’ do but ride all day long. Still, 
it was more like riding the back iv an earth- 
quake than anything else I cud think uf at 
the time.“ 


Sweeping the strap rails of the old Galena 
road, however, did not last long as a position 
for the bright Irish youth.

Cause of Changes in 
the Climate. 
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Warm When Cold Is Expected 
and Chilly When Should” 


ORIGIN OF THE STORMS. 

public mind is impressed with 
the Tact that for the last ten or 
fifteen years a decided change has 
been taking place in our climate, 
and there has been much specula- 
tion as to the cause. -Both the 


conditions frequently yarying from a baking, 
springlike atmosphere to that of one more 
suitable for the frigid sone er vice versa. 
Why should such sudden daily changes oecur 
and why should the séasons not retain their 
relative positions according to the well-reg- 
ulated astronomical divisions of the year? 
The same amount of heat is received at the 
earth’s surface each year from the sun, but 
evidently ia distributed unequally. While 
one part of the werld is radiant with an ex- 
cess 6f sunshine and an absence of moisture, 
another part is being deluged with rain or 
| gnow, and the same applies to the unequal 
distribution of heat and cold. 

The last winter serves as a splendid illus- 
tration; the middle Atlantic and southern 
New England States passed through unsea- 
eonable conditions of mildness and drought, 
while the Seuthern and Southwestern States 
had exceptionally cold weather and an ab- 
normal amount of rain. A normal condition, 
with changes taking place in “their proper 
geasons, ts apparently a thing of the past. 

The earth receives its heat indirectly from 
the sun and hag a certain retentive power, 80 
that the circulatory force is not derived from 
the atmosphere, but from the radiation and 
reflection of heat from the earth, and that

Winter Storms Born in Canada. 


The majority of the winter storms find a 
birthplace or entrance into our country to 
the north of Montana and Washington or 
come in from the north Pacific over Oregon. 
Few of the storms cross the central Rocky 
Mountains, because those storms which enter 
from the Central Pacific strike the moun- 
tain range and the warm, moist air is forced 
upward and about all the moisture is con- 
densed by the cold of elevation and deposited 
on the west side ot the mountain range, which 
in itself accounts for the arid lands on the 
east side of the mountains. It hae been found 
that many of the storms from the Northwest 
and Southwest now travel toward and develop 
over what was formerly the arid desert, which 
by artificial irrigation offers an inducemen!

Another instance will illustrate how the 
large property-holders learned the lesson of 
confidence in the new system.

Although he seemed to- 
ha ve dropped in for a personal chat he was ex- 
cessively nervous, and, despite the coolhess of 
the day, the perspiration stood in beads upon 
his forehead.

I knew was uppermost in hie 
mind 1 told him that he could give me his 
fullest confidence. This he was at first disin- 
clined to do, but at last I drew from him the 
truth, which was that hig firm had already 
followed. the ordinary custom of employing 
a middleman,“ and that he had supposed 
this practice to be quite as necessary as in 
former years in order to keep the personal 
property assessment of his house on an 
equality with that of hiscompetitors. . | 

„ And what shall 1 do about it?’ he pa- 
thetically exclaimed. 

Take your medicine and let it teach you a 
lesson, I replied; ‘‘ for you may depend upon 
it that your assessment will be raised some 
$700,000. and placed where it belongs by fair 
comparison with the property of your busi- 
ness neighbors.” 

He was greatly depressed on hearing this 
statement, and departed still a doubting 
Thomas. After the Board of Review had 
completed its work with the State street mer- 
chants he came to me with a cheerful coun- 
tenance and declared: It's all right! I paid 
several thousand dollars for thy lesson, to be 
sure, but I have learned it for all time and 
shall not have to go to that expense again.”’

footing at the embankment's edge the last 
reminders of a once thriving and populous 
ce will have been swept away.’ 


Almost sixty years ago the hamlet of St. 


John was founded by a man named Het- 
Unger and a few of his followers. The site 
‘chosen was a commanding one on the bluff 
overlooking the lake and one-half mile east 
of the point where the Northwestern depo. 
in the Village of Highwood new stands. The 
great clay bank with the stretch of sand 


: beach which shelves away to the water's 


edge. at its foot looks as if it were strong 
enough and far enough removed from the 
breakers to be safe against the angriest 


northeaster that ever blew. The men who 
their houses upon the plain surmount- 
kment thought their founda- 


ing the emban 
tions were as sure as though founded on the 
traditional rock. They did tak the pre- 
caution, however, to limit their building op- 
erations on the east by a line drawn fifty 


1 “yards from the edge of the bluff, That line 


has long since been buried in the Sand under 
the waves, and with it are the houses and 


the shops of the early settlers. 


Close Rival of Waukegan. 

In the year 1845 the Village of St: John 
was the rival of Waukegan, which. was then 
called Little Fort. Both were prosperous and 
both were growing. Highwood tradition hath 
it that people passing through the two 
places from Chicago declared that St. John 
showed the ear marks of success and that it 
was destined to be a big city. Other peopie 
besides the Chicagoans thought so, too, and 
they flocked to the place and bullt substan- 
tial houses and shops. The two apple trees 
which alone remain of all that pertained 
to the Vill of St. John grew in the yard 
of Sebastian. Richards, whose house was far- 
ther removed from the lake than any other 
in the village. The apple trees were back 
of the residence. Less than a year ago the 


foundation of bricks, which was all that 
little Methodist Church, and runs eastward, 


was left of Richards’ dwelling, slid down the 
biuff into the lake during the height of a 
winter storm. The roots of one of the apple 
trees are even now extending into the air 
through the side of the embankment. One 
good strong push @ould send it hurtling to 
the beach 100 feet below. 

Among the names of the builders of St. 
John in addition to those of Hettinger and 
Sebastian Ric the only ones that 
the oldest Highwood inhabitants can ro- 
member, are Frank Mitch, Peter Baker, and 
George Shepard. Mitch was a shoemaker 
and it is said that he is still following his 
trade in a town in the far North. As far as 
is known he is the only survivor.of the men 
who founded the Village of St. John. In the 
year 1847 there were several stores, a black- 
smith’s shop, a large tavern. and a post- 
office in the Village of St. John, which then 
held a population of about 200 people. I 
that day there was a stage coach line be- 
tween Chicago and Milwaukee. The tavern 
at St. John was a relay station for the stage. 
Henry Mowers, who remembers the village 
in its latter days, says that the tavern was 
noted for its table and its Hquors, and that 
People frequently took the Stage journey 
from Chicago for the sole purpose of getting 
a good dinner and a good glass. | 


Founding of Half Day. 


It was a man who intended becoming a - 
dent of St. John that afterward touted tha 
Village of Half Day. He had looked over 
the lakeside village and then had declared 
that he would establish one that would last 
longer and have more people in it. The bi-

It was less than ten years after the founding 
of St. John that the people awakened to a

but the erosion was so slow that they gave 


little heed. One night in the winter of 1852 


a storm whipped up out of the northeast. 


It was forty-eight hours before it had fully. 


spent its force. Before.its asaults the bluffs 
gave way, tons upon tons of the hard clay 
breaking off in great pieces and falling tothe 
beach. When the wind ceased blowing the 


barn of the dwelling nearest to the lake stood 


at the edge of the embankment. The vil- 
lagers started to move the structure inland, 
but, another. storm, coming up suddenly; 
forced them to stop the work, and before it 
could be resumed the barn, in the shape of 
disjointed joists and broken planks, was 


being tossed aboyt by the waves. 


It was just about this time that the people 


‘of St. John received a visiter who was much 


more unwelcome than the storm. This vis- 
itor was a lawyer armed with a lot of for- 
midable-looking papers.- He went to the tav- 
ern and asked that the elders of the village 
be sent for. They came. The lawyer told 
them that their titles to the land which they 
occupied were extremely faulty, and that 
they must either pay again for the ground 
on which their homes stood or get out. The 
villagers made up their minds to fight the 
matter out, but preliminary court proceed- 
ings showed them that the lawyer had fully 
as good a case as he claimed. They became 
disheartened, and when another terrific 
storm arose, and the blacksmith’s shop and 
George Shepard’s residence went into the 
lake, they lost all courage. They told the 
lawyer that the lake seemed to have a better 
claim to the land than either they or he had; 
and that it apparently was bent on enforcing 
title rights. One by one the people of St. 
John moved away. leaving their dwellings 
and stores to the will of the wind and waves. 
Settlements sprang up to the south and the 
west of the deserted village, and the people, 
during the height of winter storms, used to 
go to a place near the biuff and watch for 
some ‘deserted iwelling standing perilously 
near the edge of the embankment to fall with 
one crash on to the water- swept sand 
yee eel Mowers, an old-time hunter, is the 
veteran of the residents near the site of the 
lost village. Not long after the disappear- 
ance in the lake of the last building of the 
Town of St. John, Mowers took a spade 
and walked up the lake shore until he came 
to the point where a large part of the site 
of St. John had disappeared beneath the 
waves. Mowers’ trip was taken just at sun- 
rise, a time when he Was not likely, to be 
interrupted in his work.

United States copper cents and half-cents 
of an early date and one bronze Roman coin 
of the period of Nero. Mowers kept at his 
work for weeks, but after unearthing the 
Roman piece he found nothing for a long 
time. He was about to give up the work for 
good. He shouldered his spade and started 
homeward. On the sand glistening in the 
sun at the water’s edge just as he turned to 
go for supposedly the last time he found 
two United States silver dollars, minted on 
one side only. Here was a puzzle which even 
his shrewdness could not solve. The coins 
were silver and of full weight, and in that 
day silver was of sufficient intrinsic value 
to make it useless for any one to make 


counterfeits out of the pure metal. Mowers 


searched for another week, but found no 
more coins. He then showed-the result of 
his labor to his neighbors and to some people 
in the City of Chicago. He sald nothing 
about where he had discovered the treasure. 
Shortiy afterward, however, a man offered 
him $100 for the secret, and though Mowers | 
place was probably 
worked out the man who offered the money 
said he would take the chance, and.the offer 
Was accepted. The purchaser never found 
anything and gave up the labor in disgust. 


a Mystery of the Coins. 

was not long before the story of the 
place where the coins had been picked up 
became generally. known and the people 
flocked to the bluff and to the beach marking 
the site of the lost town. They dug, searched, 
and prospected with all the ardor of Klon- 
dikers, but the sole result was a gold piece 
of the value of $2.50 which a boy picked up 
from the wake of a retreating wave. The 
collection of coins which Henry Mowers 
found is now in the possession of a man who 
once ran a Chicago dime museum. No one 
has ever been able to account for the pres- 


ene of the money in the place. The theory 


that it was left behind by a departing resi- 
dent of St. John is said to be hardly tenable, 
because the people of that place were not 
rich enough to make them careless of val- 
uables. ,

Dr. Gill had made the 
first photograph of a 
comet, finding fame in 
his plate of the comet 
of 1882. This was the 
photograph which 
first turned astrono- 
mers to the practical 
possibilities of star 
photography. 

In this congress in Paris in 1887 were fifty- 
five delegates from fifteen nations. Dr. Gill 
had proposed its assemblage and purpose, 
and the body deliberated for nine days, final- 
ly adopting the plans for the great star map, 
extending from Schonfeld’s zone to the south 


Peach of the photographs taken in this stu- 
pendous work has been duplicated, in order 
that dust spots and imperfections in photo- 
graphic apparatus should not be misleading. 
These 44,000 photographs are each studied 
separately and compared and the results are 
to be placed on a globe having a diameter of 
twenty-four feet. 

In making these photographs, stars visi- 
ble to the naked eye were taken on the 
sensitized plates in half a second. Stars of 
the fourteenth magnitude required. thirteen 
minutes to affect the plates. By exposing 
a plate for an hour all stars to the four- 
teenth magnitude were reproduced, each in 
proportion to its power and light. From 
these plates the greatest degree of accuracy

diameter of one-flve hundred thousandth of 
an inch on a plate furnishes data for star 


measurements. And. as for the accuracy 


of these plates, compared with the tele- 
scope, a field which shows 50.000, 000 to the 
object glass of ‘a telescope will reveal 160,- 
000,000 to the camera plate. 

In studying these plates, measurements of 
the stars will be made by instruments of 


greatest delicacy. Previous to exposure the 


plates. were marked into squares by fine

Special cameras were used in the work, pat- 

rned after a first instrument made by the 

enrys at Paris. A guiding telescope en- 
ables the photographer to keep his lens mov-

Light travels 187,000 miles a second, and 
yet at this inconceivable rate stars that are 
within reach of the telescope have been 5,760 
years in sending a ray to the earth. Thus 
stars that may have winked out before the 
birth of Christ will be on these charts and 
unknown ones now in existence will have no 
2 But in the future, when other 
maps of the heavens shall be made and com- 
pared with this one now nearing completion, 
the value of the work in determining the 
geography and mineralogy of the stellar 
world is expected to be appreciated. The

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WO American scientists who were in- 
’ vestigating the work of the mound 
builders in Central America stumbled 
upon the terrible work of a small bug, 
for which for want of a better name 
they called the “skull borer.’’. This bug 
they found to be responsible for the insanity 
of the criminal classes among the Indian 
tribes of the Batchua Mountains. The crim- 
inals among the Batchua Indians are brand- 
ed on the shoulder and driven away into 
the wilder parts of the mountains. Here 
they sleep on the plateaus, with prickly 
pear bushes placed about their bodies so 
that no wild animals will disturb them. 
These “ skull borers,” which are about the 
size, shape; and form of a buckshot, creep 
from the prickly pear bushes and, crawling 
on to the heads of the natives, bore holes 
through the skull, causing the victims to 
become violently insane. 
The scientists who made the discovery were 
Professor C. A. Pyers of Unionville, O., and

F. L. Wolford of Columbus, O. . Professor 
Pyers said of His discovery of these strange 
insects: There are but two modes of pun- 
ishment amongst the Batchua Indians, death 
and banishment. Only, witchcraft is pun- 
ishable by death; for all other crimes, even 
murder, banishment is pronounced. The 
criminal is branded on the right shoulder 
‘and driven from the tribe. No other tribe 
‘will receive him and he becomes an outcast 
of the most wretched kind. We found that 
hundreds of these banished*Batchuas had 
returned in a short time violently insane. 

“Insanity does hot mean the same with 
the Batchuas as it does with us. They be- 
lieve that to be insane means that another 
spirit has driven the spirit from an insane 
man and installed its own there. They will 
not offer the slightest affront to an insane 
person for fear that the evil spirit will leave 
that person and seize their own body. These

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LD Aunt Hannah of Fert Black, 
Tex., is a Seminole, though she 
does .not look as if there was a 

drop of Indianeblood in her veins. 

wenne her exact age is not known 
to those who lived near the old woman for 
a long time, still, she herself claims that 
she is more than 120 years old. Aunt 
Hannah is blind, though her mind is as 
clear As it was fifty years ago, and this 
makes her an interesting character, for the 
old woman has witnessed many stirring his- 
torical events, which she can and does re- 
late with a vividness that attracts the listen- 
er at once. 
She is, according to her own story, a de- 
scendant of Alligator, a famous Seminole 
chieftain. Aunt Hannah is an authority 
with her people on every event of the Semi- 
nole war, and no one has yet doubted the 
veracity of the statement that she wit- 
nessed most of the battles in that strife. 
She was the wife of Screamer, a young Semi- 
nole who was killed at the battle of Skeech- 
eebs. 
General Taylor saw the young brave fall, 
and he also saw Aunt Hannah, who was 
then a young woman, run forward amid a 
storm of bullets and drag the body of the 
young Indian brave back into the thicket. 
The old warrior admired the black girl's 
courage, and it was not long before he had 
an opportunity to show his appreciation. 
When the war ended and the conquered 
Seminoles were held as prisoners, awaiting 
a settlement of their future, planters from 
Southern States appeared looking for run- 
away slaves. One of these men claimed 
Hannah as hie property, and he was about 
to sustain his demand with the testimony 
of witnesses when General Taylor himself 
appeared and settled the matter then and 
there. Hannah does not know to this day 
how the American General ended the dis- 
pute, but she was told that she had a nar- 
row escape from being carried into bondage 

After the war was ended there was gen- 
eral dissension among the Indians, most of 
whom were full-blooded Africans and in 
constant terror of capture by planters 
Hannah secured employment about the 
headquarters of General Taylor, ing later 
sent to his plantation, where she married 
one of the old soldier's slaves. The General 
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was a model slave owner and never abused 
er whipped any of his men. Hannah and 
her husband, whe was the General’s body © 
servant, were taken on a journey once, and. 
it was on this occasion that Hannah remem- 
bers visiting a little village called Chicago, 
near a big lake. 

When the Mexican war broke out Hannah 
and her husband were sent to New Orleans. 
Hannah did the cooking for the Generals 
military family While the army was in- 
trenched at Corpus Christi. She witnessed © 
the battle of Palo Alto and Reseca de Palma 
and she nursed the wounded in the hospital 
at Monterey. While the army was encamped 
at Monterey, Hannah's husband was assas- 
sinated by a Mexican, whom he had be- 
friended. 

General Taylér gave Hannah to the wife 
of Colonel Smith on the promise that she 
would be treated well. Mrs. Smith was fond 
of the old negress and Hannah was devoted 
to her new mistress. But all the time Han- 
nah looked forward to the time that she 
would de allowed to rejoin her people, the 
Seminoles. 

So, when Colonel Smith removed to west- 
ern Texas and made his home there, 
Hannah found that she was near those of 
the old Seminole Nation who had 
down in New Mexico and Indian Territory. ;

Seminole Who Has a Son Who Claims to Be a Centenarian. I : 
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MONG the women of Chicago 
who have taken something more 
than woman's place in its life, 
the name of Lucy L. Flower has 
been one for the sex to conjure 
by. It has stood for woman- 
Uness, in public places, no less 
than for woman; and in home 

and ehuren and society it has been regarded. 

More than almost any other woman in Chi- 
cago she has had a marked influence on the 

institutions of city and State. She has been 
an ardent champien of the children. She 

stood for the first kindergarten in the public 
schools of Chicago; she was for manual train- 


: ing in them when it had few supporters; she 


was one of the original workers for a parental 
school and with Attorney D. R. Morrill of the 
School board drafted thb first bill for the 
Legislature to pass upon. She has children 
and grandchildren and yet her interest has 
not abated in these children of the public 
who have taken so many years of her life- 
efforts. 


2 Loulsa ee was born in Boston on 
May 10, 18783. On both the Coues and the 
Haven sides her ancestors belonged to old 
colonial stock. When she was quite small 
her parents removed to Portsmouth, N. H., 
where they lived until 1853. In that year her 
father received an official appointment from 
President Franklin Pierce, who had been his 
friend, and the Coues family removed to the 
national capital, . 

The daughter was sent ſh the Packer Col- 
legiate Institute in Brooklyn, N. ¥., and for 
two years she attended that school. "She was 
obliged to leave the school before gradua- 
tion, owing to illness in the family, and for 
a time thereafter she was employed at draft- 
ing in the patent office. The work was un- 
congenial, however. She had a taste for 

teaching, and in 1859 she secured an engage- 
ment in the public school of Madison, Wis. 
In the next year she was made first assist- 
ant in the Madison High School, which was 
then a preparatory school to the State Uni- 
versity. 

Miss Coues remained in the high school 
until 1862, when for financial reasons the 


public schools of Madison were closed. The tables. 


use of the High School Building, however, 
was given to Miss Coues, in which she con- 


ducted a private school until the public 


schoals were opened again in 1863. 

On t. 4, 1863, Miss Coues was married to 
James . Flower, an attorney of Madison, 
and for ten years they made their home 
there, coming to Chicago in 1873.. . 

In a new and growing metropolis, where's so 
much needed to be done and undone, Mrz. 
Flower was appealed to in her sympathies. 
It was not the fashion for women to be seen 
in public, but she had come of reform stock. 
Her father was a rabid abolitionist, and onc 


of her first recollections was of looking at 


the palm of a man on which had been branded 
the lecters, 8. Hor slave stealer—and of 
hearing fler father say it was a condition that 
could not long survive. He had been against 
it, always; a prohibitionist and a reformer in 


many ways. From him the daughter inher- 
led her sympathies, and in Chicago they 


were first directed in behalf of the Halt- 
Orphan Asylum. 

Mrs. Flower became connected with the 
Board of Management of the asylum in 1875 
and continued with it for twenty-four years. 

Later she went ta the board of the Chicago 
Home for the Friendless, to which she still 
gives her services. 

In 1880 Mrs. Flower was prominent in 
organizing the Illinois Training Schoo! for 
Nurses, which has under its care the nursing 
in the Cook County and the Presbyterian 
Hospitals of Chicago. 
man.of the Executive committee -of the 
school, and then for 
President. She has seen the institution grow 
from accommodations for eight nurses to 
100 at the present time, and the school’s 
three years’ course as now established makes 
it one of the greatest institutions of the kind 
in America.

Prepared a bill for the Legislature establish- 
ing an industrial school for I!linois similar 
to the school at Coldwater, Mich.

In May, 1888, the Lake Geneva Fresh Air 
association was organized for the purpose of 
giving needy city children outings of a few 
weeks in the country. Mrs. Flower was in- 
terested in the work, and for three years 
she had charge of the selection of the eighty 
children a year who were accommodated at

Kindergarten work in the public schools 
was one of Mrs. Flower's schemes. Her idea 
was to take children of the slums from evil 
influences before they should be of age to 
enter the primary grades. She had a fight 
to maintain for the change, but she has seen 
it come about at last. In the beginning the 
School board, to which Mrs. Flower had 
been appointed in 1891, would only assume 
the rights to conduct kindergartens. 

In like manner when a Chicago manufac- 
turer offered. the privileges of manual train- 
ing to the pupils of the Tilden School the 
School board was in doubt. Only Mrs. Flow- 
er did not hesitate. She was in favor of 
the innovation and she stood for it until 
it was accepted for the Tilden School and 
had been introduced into the Jones, Alcott, 
and Washburne Schools. 

In her advocacy of the parental school bill 
only Trustee Gunderson of all the board 
was with her, and the bill was defeated at 
Springfield. But two years ago the time 
was ripe for it and a measure almost iden- 
tical with that of Mrs. Flower's was passed. 

Mrs. Flower's term on the School board 
expired in 1894, and while her non-partisan 
friends urged her reappointment the Dem- 
ocratic Mayor refused to name her because 
she was a woman and a Republican. In 
view of this her woman friends urged her 
to make the campaign for trustee of the 
University of Illinois. It was not to her 
Mking. but she accepted the opportunity and 
at the election received 482,000 votes, a plu- 
rality of 184,000. She was the first woman 
ever elected to the board, but from the be- 
ginning she took her place in that body as 
though to the manner born. In a caucus 
dinner at the Grand Pacific, held some time 
afterward, she was the only woman at the 
And yet Mrs. Flower has sald that 
never in this incumbency of the office of 
trustee was she in any way made to feel 
the inequality of sex. 

In this office she had an opportunity on 
ony occasion of demonstrating the value of 
women’s intuition. The question was up 
as to the bonds offered by Banker Spalding 
to secure the deposited funds of the uni- 
versity. Mrs. Flower was dissatisfied with 
the bonds given and voted with Trustee 
Morgan against their acceptance. As a re- 
sult Spalding's bank was chosen as a de- 
‘pository and the school lost $420,000 in funds 
with the Spalding ge 


Mrs. Fiower was one ee of the first advocates 
-of a central bureau of associated charities 
-for Chicago, advocating it eighteen years 
ago. Of late years she has been greatly in- 
terested in the work of the Juvenile Court 
‘and has.raised money for salaries for three 
of the probation officers for this year. She 
realizes that the efficiency of the court de- 
pends upon the maintenance of these proba- 
tion officers and she has been giving a good 
deal of time to raising funds. 

Mrs. Flower is a member of the Woman's 
club and has been its President. She has 
membership in the Fortnightly club and is 
President of the Every Day club and of the 
Cook County league. She is a member of 
— Executive committee of the Civic federa- 

on. 

Mrs. Flower does not have much time out 
of her busy life for society. Since her four 
children have grown up she has been 
neglectful of these duties. She is a member 
of St. James’ Episcopal Church and giv 
great deal of time pee its charitable work. 


Physically Mrs. Flower is tall and of 
matronly figure. She is earnest in manner 
and yet at all times suggests level-headed- 
ness and evenness of temperament. She is a 
good pariiamentarien and a good speaker, 
and an atmosphere of repose lends effect to 
these arts in public. She is one to command 
respectful attention of even her opponents.

"mgainst person I had to accept eleven illit- 
erate ones. Of the remainder sixteen had 
attended only country schools, where the 
"average school year is about three months. 
“The average attendance for these was 3.7 
“years. This about equals one year of train- 
iu in the North. In quality of education 
here is no comparison. Two attended city 
ud country schools both and thirteen at- 
"tended city schools, the average being 5.6 
“years. Thus the advantages of the city are 
gester. The education of the parents of 
"es thnese offenders show that in 7 cases the 
7 parents were both illiterate; of the fathers 
dad received some education and 13 were 
nterate, 8 unknown; of the mothers 22 were 
williterate, 14 had some education, and 6 were 
sunknown.

3 
a The number of children in a family throws 
light upon our problem, because it shows 
something of the probable chance of each 
ehiid.. A farmer, with a small share of a 
plantation which he works on shares, can 
provide better for one child than for ten. 
Food, clothing, opportunities become more 
limited as the numbers increase. Where 
there are many children the oldest ones must 
bdecome producers at an earlier age, thus di- 
_ minishing their chances for education, learn- 
ing a trade, etc. The number of children in 
the families from which crimnals come range

eint children per family. In seven in- 
stances these. convicts were the eldest, 

in seven others there was one older, 
ia ‘in six there were two older.

parents are alive, But what are the facts? 

It is wisely assumed that a girl needs 
care until she is 15 years old. In 
the case of the.subjects measured thirty 
lost ‘their fathers. before they reached this 
age and twenty-nine lost their mothers.

Seldom Inherit Property. 

The death rate among the negroes is such 
that this average is sometimes lessened. 
But the expense of disease and burial les- 
sens the available means of the family and 
decreases the opportunities. In the case of 
death of the parents, there is rarely any 
provision made for the family. The millions 
of small savings of the laboring classes in 
the North and the millions in insurance of 
both property and life of this same class 
are absolutely unknown among the mass 
of negro laborers. 

In showing the duration of parental con- 
trol, it is essential to know the age at which 
Of the forty-two of- 
fenders against person, twenty-five were not 
living at home, and the average age for 
leaving was 14 years. A number said they 
were too young to remember when they left. 
In the thirty-eight offenders against prop- 
erty, twenty-one did not live at home, and 
12 was the average age for leaving. The 
reasons. given for leaving were generally 
work and marriage, though ill-treatment was 
sometimes alleged. 

From preceding facts it appears that in 
quantity and quality the training is inade- 
quate. In connection with other factors they 
make criminality less difficult. 

Almost without exception these criminals 


‘Claimed an occupation. Twenty-one were 


nurses, 15 servants, 14 cooks, 12 field hands, 
9 laundresses; none, 5; factory and dining- 
room, each 2. Sixteen have been taught 
dressmaking and nine follow it. The trades 
are not followed because of small remunera- 
tion or lack of positions er of work. So far 
as remuneration is concerned, the wage rate 
is lower for negroes than for whites, and 
upon plantations it is the share or exchange 
system, so there is but little of an estab- 
lished wage rate. The average age at which 
they began work was 12.5 years; some have 
begun as nurse girls at 6 years of age. For 
the services of these children nothing is paid 
at first. Occupations such as these require 
no high qualifications. 

The occupation of the parents is quite as 
important in showing the social and finan- 
clal standing. Only that for the fathers 
was ascertainable. Farmers, 30; carpenters, 
7; masons, 5. A number were unknown and 
a few others were coachmen, plasterers, la- 
borers, janitors, servants, boatmen, night 
watchmen, railway employés, tobacco work- 
ers, etc. The wage rate varies greatly, and 
often the labor in some of these occupations 
is unstable. They belong primarily to the 
laboring class, and the influences must be 
judged in connection with all of these facts. 

Nature of Children’s Play. 

There is one more series of facts important 
in this group—the nature of the play of these 
children who become criminal. Is this play 
indoors or outdoors, is it social or individual? 


The play was almost exclusively outdoors. . 


This means it was of a social nature, and it 
algo means greater freedom and farther re- 
moval from parental restraints and guid- 
ance. Games out of doors and in relation 
with others are more healthful, but they 
need a supervision which the negro child’s 
play rarely receives. These games are, in 
order of popularity: Dolls, 66; hide and seek, 
49; ball,.39; jump the rope, 37; see-saw, 39; 
jackstones, 21; marbles, 19; ring games, 11; 
croquet, 10; swing and craps, 9 each; poison, 
7; cards, housekeeping, and running games, 
6 each. Mumbletepeg, hockey, kites, leap- 
frog, tops, hoops, etc., have one or two ad- 
herents each. There are few toys used, and 
the games are crude and simple, involving 
few of the more complicated play elements 
and materials. Croquet is the only excep- 
tion to this general statement. There are 
two games peculiarly widespread in the 
South. Hide switches is the hiding of 
whips, upon the finding of which punishment 
is administered to the one hiding it, or vice 
versa in case it is not found. Poison is an- 
other game if some way modeled upon poi- 
soning and resulting in death, all of which is 
lived out in detail. Some of these games are 
both social and individual, as dolls or jumping 
the rope. But the small houses and num- 
ber of children favor the idea that the 
games are largely social, and so make in- 
dividual training the more difficult. Little 
or no use is made of these plays to develop 
tolerance, patience, self-control, and unself- 
ishness. In this spontaneous play differs 
from organized play. It is often said that 
the scope for individuality induced by se- 
clusion of children in Northern homes spoils 
2 the excessive social life 
of child and adult spoils the n —

form of amusements. These are grouped 
under the heads of drama, art, and music 
The horizon was so narrow that it was 
dificult to secure results, but they fairly 
represent the status. Two choices were 
given in order to secure a wider range. These 
have not been separated because the varia- 
tion was so slight. Each set of figures thus 
represents two selections where they ex- 
pressed preference. The kind of amuse- 
ments preferred were: Church festivals, 36; 
picnics, 18; shows, 13; excursions, 13; 
fairs, 10; néver went anywhere, 4; cir- 
cus, none preferred, concerts and dances, 
3 each. The reasons for these selec- 
tions included: Fun and enjoyment, 31; 
“church doin's, because they are better 
places, 12; more quieter, 4. In drama they 
characterize their preferences thus: Sad 
parts, 24; funny parts, 16. I attempted to 
secure more definite results. Forty-six ad- 
mitted they had seen no plays or could not 
remember them; 8 preferred minstrels, and 4 
enjoyed circuses. Some of the plays seen 
were: Minstrels, 10; Ten Nights in a Bar- 
room, 3; Monte Cristo,“ 2; “ Devil's Auc- 
tion, 2: Two Orphans.“ 2; and one each of 
“The White Slave,“ Skipped by the Light 
of the Moon.“ and the dog show. The rea- 
sons for preferring these forms of amuse- 
ment included such as: Fun and enjoyment, 
23; “church doin's are better places,“ 15; 
„no fussing or fighting,-’ 3; more quieter, 
4; easier in spifit, 1. 


In music they were upon more familiar | 


ground. The preferences were: Church mu- 
sic, 58; instrumental, 32; band, 20; love songs, 
18; string instruments, 10. Church music 
fills so large a place because it is so often the 
only music which is prominent. 

In art the results show that 28 preferred pic- 
tures, like photographs, crayons, etc.: 25 bib- 
lical pictures, paintings, 16; of nature, 6; of 
decorations, 4; of people, 3; of buildings and 
each. One preferred china paint- 


ing and another domestic art. Many wished 


to include under art pretty things,” by 
which they meant a whole array of bright 
colors, varied designs, and decorations.

best given; Church fairs—* Like to be there 
cause no trouble; other places are ruina- 
tion of me; mother taught me to like 
them.”

| Church in Social Life. 

These results show: The bulk of social life 
centered in the church, the incentive being 
a desire for a good time. Their music repre- 
sents a pastime, not a cultural influence. 
Drama is almost unknown, or at best but in 
a crude state; art is in an extremely primi- 
tive condition. Northern criminals often 
construct a rude art of their own; negro 
criminals do not portray their thought and 
emotions, in this way. Tattooing is quite 
common, but is usually done after entering 
prison. The amusements, as a whole, are 
primitive, still centering about church rites, 
as in uncivilized communities. — 

The kind of associates often determines the 
course of a life. It was nécessary to ex- 
plain carefully what was meant by good 
and bad associates. Thirty-two claimed that 
their associates avere good, and forty-seven 
that they were bad. Results were unobtain- 
able for the remainder. The percentage of 
bad associates was probably greater than 
those actually admitted. Forty-nine were 
decidedly in favor of ha social life; 14 
preférred it but were not enthysiastic, and 11 
were not quite sure it was desirable. Some 

of the reasons given for and against social 
life were: Have & good time, 39; nothing 
else to do, don't get lonesome, didn't care for, 
4: get into trouble, 8; rather live quiet, 3; 
husband opposed to it. didn’t grow up in 
frolics and reckons didn't like em.“ 


Temptations and Associates. & 


‘Temptations are closely related with the 
associates and with the social life, for jt is 
through these they often come. The desire 
for amusement is an one, and in the 
adult is the continuation that desire for 
play in the child. The method of gratification 
must accord with both desire and oppor- 
tunity. These results are much below the 
actual facts, for it was often impossible to 
make the negroes understand that tempta- 
tions were such whether yielded to or not. 
They believed temptations were only such 
when yielded to. For this and other reasons 
twenty-two did not answer the questions 
satisfactorily, thirty-five admitted tempta- 
tion to immorality, thirty-one to alcohol; to 
gambling and dancing, nineteen; to stealing, 


| four; to carousals and fighting, one each. 


The moral perceptions were so undeveloped 
that it was impossible for them to compre- 
hend or place stress upon the small tempta- 
tions which paved the way for these large 
ones. The small percentage of temptations 
to thefts and fighting is due to the fact that, 
like the whites, they feel if they admit their 
guilt, their chances for release will be les- 
sened. It is a noteworthy fact that in giving 


the causes of the temptations, they have 


usually been suggested by associates or by 
the social environment and sometimes by 
the parents. Offenders against persons ad- 
mit their crimes more readily, for these are 
considered more honorable than crimes 
against property. They often elaborately de- 
scribe the manner of commitment, but this 
is rare in thefts. There is usually more emo- 
tion involved im crimes against persons, and 
its commitment leaves a more intense im- 
pression. There is nothing heroic in a theft. 
The temptations to which they yield most 
readily are immorality, alcohol, and carou- 
eals. The use of tobacco and snuff is less 
general out of prisons. Among the reasons 
given for resisting temptgtions are the re- 
straints imposed by mothers and sisters. 
Fathers are rarely mentioned. 
Women Use Tobacco. 


The habits of the criminals reveal some- 
thing further of the moral standards. The 
use of tobacco by women is Included among 
habits showing degenerate tastes. Aside 
from the customs established for the sexes, 
this does not reveal more degenerate taste 
than among men. But, as the vast majority 
of women conform to this rule, even as the 
vast majority of men do not, a deviation is 
in conflict with this established standard. 
The numbers which follow are undoubtedly 
too small, as the evidence of officials shows: 
Immoral, 45; swearing, 38; smoking and use 
of snuff, 32 each; alcohol and chewing to- 
bacco, 23 each: morphine, 5. Some of them 
had from two to five of these habits; others 
only one. Some of the ways in which these 
habits were contracted are given as follows: 
Learned in prison, 11; taught by relatives, 4; 
through illness, 8; use of tobacco for tooth- 
ache, 5; through grief, 3; bad example, 3. 
Other answers were: At school, on the farm, 
in jail, in bad company, own desire, and 
some had had them always. The causes for 
immorality are given as: Persuaded, 10; for 
love, 6; through associates, 5. Others were: 
Bad white people, compulsion by lessees 
(Georgia), headstrong, through own desire. 
Tobacco is very generally used and is fur- 
nished all convicts. The women sometimes 
give it to the men in exchange for favors. 
Snuff is not excluded, and immoralities are 
not suppressed where existing in the same 
sex. 
Facts regarding recidivism or rearrests 
are unsatisfactory. Only twelve admitted 
having been arrested before, and of these 
nine were offenders against property. For 
offenses against person the sentences are 
usually so severe that they prevent many re- 
arrests. A number of the women had served 
short sentences in the workhouses for petty 
thefts or for fighting. There are no systems 


of identification, and no records are kept. 


Data regarding the habits of the parents 
were more difficult to secure, for many of the 
convicts left home early, or the parents had 
died when they were young. Such as were 
secured show the following: For the fathers, 
36 smoked, 35 used tobacco, 19 used alcohol, 
and 7 gambled. For the mothers, 22 smoked, 
22 used snuff, 8 used tobacco, and 8 used 
alcohol. The relatives of 20 others used 
alcohol. Epilepsy also appeared among these 
relatives. Morphine is used rarely, and only 
in cities, and cocaine is unknown. Degen- 
erate tastes in the mother are more serious, 
because her relation to the child is closer, 
and her example is more directly before the

rd group of facts includes 
the married convicts. They show meee

criminals. For offenders 
against person, who are more largely from 
rural districts, the facts show: Twenty-two 


married, twenty single. Of these twenty- 


two seven were divorced and five were wid- 

‘owed. The average number of children was 
3.5 each. The number of years of marriage 
averaged thirteen, and the age of marriage 
was 16 years. A number were living con- 
jugally without being married. The grounds 
for the divorces were: Abuses, six; adultery, 
one. Out of the twenty-two married two- 
‘thirds assisted in supporting thé family. 
Their labor was field work, hiring out, etc. 
This brought them into contact with the 
industrial world and removed the protec- 
tion of the home. Their rgasons for labor 
were because they wanted to and use of 
necessity, this latter being most often the 
case. The husbands of these convicts were 
almost invariably unskilled laborers. There 
was only one mechanic and one mason 
among them. Fifteen of ‘the twenty-two 
had bad habits and eight of them had no 
education. whatever. 

Crimes against property show a lesser 
per cent married, the number being sixteen 
out of thirty-eight. Of these there were six 
divorcees and three widows... The percenta 
of divorcees—one-third—is large. The causes 
of divorce were: Adultery, three: no affec- . 
tion, laziness, and married too young. The 
average number of years of marriage was 
12.5; the age at which married, 16.5., The 
average number of children to each mother 
was 2.5. Three-quarters assisted in sup- 
porting the family, for the same reasons as 
in the preceding. Of the husbands three 
were skilled laborers, six had bad habits, 
and three were illiterate. This showing is 
slightly better than in the preceding. The 
age of marriage is too young for discrimina- 
tion to be exercised. When these facts for 
the conjugal condition are added to the pre- 
Ceding ones regarding influences of child- 
hood and maternity, it will be seen that they 
are not favorable to the prevention of crime. 

The last group of facts refers to more gen- 
eral * r which have an influence. 
The t of these is disease. 


High Rate of Disease. 

The record for the diseases refers to the 
periods of childhood and maturity. The 
disease rate is a high one and compares 
with that in crowded tenement districts. 
Crowded houses, lack of precautions, and the 
superstitions which prevent proper. reme- 
dial agents make this rate high and tend 
to increase the mortality rate. The value of 
this disease record is only to show the ex- 
posures to which the body is subjected, and 
to indicate their economic and social value, 
of the diseases pertaining primurily to chil- 
dren, the results show: Measles, 67; whoop- 
ing cough, 48; mumps, 37; chicken-pox, 22. 
Of the other diseases: Fevers, 33; malaria, 
31; pneumonia and lung troubles, 26; neu- 
ralgia, 25; organic difficulties, 25: rheu- 
matism, 22; grippe: 13; yellow fever and 
epilepsy, each 5; scrofula and smallpox, each 
4. Pneumonia, neuralgia, and rheumatism 
are sometimes due to the conditions under 
which they labor. The number of yellow 
fever, smallpox, and other virulent diseases 
is low, often because they are fatal in their 
results. The results do not show the preva- 
lence of disease, but are only indicative of 
what each individual has withstood. It was 
rare that an individual claimed only one 
disease. The economic significance lies i 
the degree and manner to which they affe 
capacity for labor, financial returns, etc. The 
social significance lies in the conditions 
which make their extensive prevalence pos- 
sible, and the way in which they affect the 
individual’s functioning in society. From 
these points of view the accidents are also 
of interest. Twenty-six had scars from cuts 
received in fights or when they were 
whipped; 12 bore evidences of having been 
struck; bruises, 8; broken bones, shot, and in- 
juries from falls, 7 each; dislocations, bites, 
and stabs, 4 each; sprains, 2. Eighteen 
claimed no injuries. Women imprisoned 
under the old systems bear evidence of se- 
vere punishments, but many of the injuries 
are due to quarrels. These facts gre most 
significant in revealing the turbulent unre- 
strained social lite and the influences in 
the midst of which these women live. ee 

The amount of criniinality and fnsanity 
within the family are questions which bear 
directly upon heredity. Though they em- 
phasize this, it must be remembered what the 
probable influence of these ancestors is, if 
not incarcerated for their crime. 


Insanity Relatively Small. 

The amount of criminality and insanity 
among the convicts’ relatives is unquestion- 
ably too small, as shown here. A number 
were ignorant of the whereabouts of their 
relatives, and there is so much intermingling 
that it is difficult to trace any direct line of | 
ancestors. Facts for distant collateral 
branches were unobtainable. The results 
show twelve cases of insanity and twenty- 
seven cases of criminality. The insanity in- 
cluded uncles, fathers, grandmothers, an: 
brothers, two each, and one cousin and one 
aunt. The criminals included nine brothers, 
eight cousins, four uncles, and one each of 
sisters, nieces, nephews, and daughters; two 
were stepfathers and only show the probabic 
home influence. The crimes were: Murder, 
8; fighting, 6; larceny, 3; assault, gambling, 
carrying concealed weapons, 2 each; rape 
and arson, leach. The crimes were uhknown 
for the others. Insanity 1s unquestionably 
increasing among the negroes. Among the 
causes may be mentioned closer labor compe- 
tition, insufficient physical care, increased 
responsibility in regard to themselves and 
their families. ese did not exist under 
siavery conditions. 45 form of religion is 
conducive to religious hallucinations. The 
control and restraints imposed by the whites 
during slavery afe now removed. Whatever 
the hereditary influence, where the criminal 
ahd insane are members of the same house- 
hold the influence cannot be favorable. 

Fears and superstitions are difficult matters 
to secure good data upon because of their 
close relation to religion. Representative 
answers were secured, but there are numer- 
ous subjects not mentioned. In fear each 
subject was requesed to name the things 
she feared most. Usually the replies were 
limited to the two things most feared, but 
include more if the subject did not know 
which she most feared. Only six persons ad- 
mitted no fear of anything. Four of these 
were convicts from the cities and were of 
the most hardened type, and their replies 
were due more to the desire to display 
bravado than to tell the truth. The results 
show: Snakes, 22; dying, 19; of animals, 10; 
of whipping, 10; of eternal punishment, 9; 
of the dark, 8; of God, 7; of being killed, cf 
fighting, of losing good time in prison, 6 each; 
of bad neighbors, 5; of smallpox, water, 
gossip, fire, drowning, and ghosts, 2 each; 
of wrongdoing, of love, and of husband, 1 
each. One claimed she was more afraid of 
“‘conjuring.”” Some of the reasons which 
they give are Fear God, because he has so 
much power and sees all the time; fear 
death, cause ain't ready ; fear bad people, 
because they are the cause of the convict’s 
imprisonment; fear whipping, because of 
prison punishments; gossip, because it is in- 
jurious. It will be seen that a great part of 
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life, though a small part of it refers te the 
future life. Their fears are almost entirely 
physical ones, and have for their object the 
avoidance of suffering and pain, rather than 
any higher concept. Fear of fighting and of 

p and of neighbors, etc., reveals somg- 

of the surrounding influences. 
Many Simple Superstitions. 

The superstitious are as simple as the 
fears and are those of a people of unorgan- 
ized social and industrial life. Eighteen as- 
gerted that they did not believe in them. 
Tais is due to the fact that the younger gen- 
erations believe less in traditions and super- 
stitions. Extreme superstitions are found 
more among older negroes. Again, there are 
many things which are essentially supersti- 
tious in their nature which both negroes and 
whites fail to recognize as such. Instinctive- 
ly traditions are acted upen, when no con- 
sciousness is apparent. Of those believing 
in superstitions,dreams were the most promi- 
nent with 54; physical signs, 20; ghosts and 
spirits, 12; conjuring, 6; signs of nature, 3. 
Illustrations of the dreams were: The belief 
that they will come true, see spirits in dreams 
who call them or tell them things; dream of 
the dead, it always rains; of money and you 
will get it. Physical signs were such as: 
Itching of the hand indicates various things, 
as will see a stranger or get money; shaking 
hands with left hand with a stranger will 
receive money; burning ears indicates cer- 
tain things; jumping of the right eye means 
“bad trouble,“ of the left means pleasure. 
Signs of nature are such as? Talking of God 
in thunder and lightning and are afraid of 
what he is saying; signs of rain, as the moon 
holding water. In conjuring they are afraid 
of hoodoos. Some of the individual replies 
are interesting. One believed in dreams but 
not in other “ foolishness.” A number of 
them said they used to believe in signs and 
omens, but they had noticed they didn’t come 
true and had lost their faith. Another said 
she had dreamed of balls and chains and 
bloodhounds two years before arrested. This 
is probably an illustration of finding a dream 
to fit the facts as we find causes of birth- 
marks. We attach importance to the cause 
only after a resultisshown. One negro said: 
* I'’se dreamed a heap, but doan see em come 
to pass.” Occasionally the negroes wear 
charms for luck, to prevent disasters, and 
to avoid being conjured. A string with 
money on it worn about the ankle is a goud 
illustration of those for luck. To avoid dis- 
asters or disease small bags are sometimes 
worn about the neck. These are filled with 
pieces of ground up snake skins, seeds, shells, 
etc. Various kinds of stones are carried to 
avoid being conjured, and it is considered 
a bad omen to lose them. Unusual manifes- 
tations show to what extent superstitions 
underlie their beliefs. Before the last eclipse 
negro ministers preached many sermons upon 
the event, and many prayers and petitions 
went heavenward in anticipation of it. At 
the place where the writer saw the eclipse 
it presented the effect of a dim moonlight, 
and in the yards below the negroes were 
kneeling with upturned faces or else were 
stowed away, to reappear only with the sun- 
shine. A few had secured smoked glass and 
were watching the phenomena. Supersti- 
tions, like fears, are only the simpler mani- 
festations and do not include those which are 
incident to higher civilizations. 


Churchgoing Not Religious. 
Though the negroes are almost invariably 
attendants at churches, this does not imply 
that they have religion. This is true be- 
cause the church is the chief social func- 
tion and because they believe religion must 
be secured at religious gatherings. Baptist 
and Methodist are the denominations most 
largely represented. Facts show that about 
95 per cent of the parents of the convicts 
attended church. Out of ninety persons, 
forty-two were members and seventy-three 
attended church. Sunday schools have been 
attended by all but eight, but the lengths of 
time vary so much that in many cases the 
influence is practically none. Among the 
reasons given why they were not members 
of churches were: Tried, but never did 
get religion“; too liberal”; wanted to 
enjoy myself: “on probation’; didn't 
want to“; Was wild and foolish.“ The at- 
tendance and membership is less among 
criminals against property, probably be- 
cause in the towns there are other social 
attractions, and the women are more sys- 
tematically criminal; that is, there are more 
varied forms of crime and immorality and 
they are more closely followed in the towns. 
Under nativity there are but few facts of 
importance. It is difficult to secure pure 
types of negroes, even in the black belt. A 
small percentage of the negroes had Indian 
blood, which seems to be a common mixture. 
Various hues of brown and black negroes 
are found in abundance in every negro com- 
munity. The only other fact of importance 
is the degree of migration shown by the 
facts of the State in which the convicts were 
born and where they were imprisoned 
Many of the negroes had not been out of 
their own town or county, and seldom out 
of the State. They showed the most amus- 
ing instances of ignorance of places and dis- 
tances. Four-fifths of the criminals had 
never been out of the State in which they 
were born, and less than one-sixth had 
migrated to others. The remainder did not 
know their birthplace, so the facts were un- 
ascertainable. A problem in the Northern 
States is the interstate migration of crim- 
inals; in the South this problem is much less 
serious, In the North habitual criminal acts 
in ong State often drive old offenders into 
oth The tramp class, which contributes 
not a few criminals in the North, ts much 
smaller in the South and contains only a 
small percentage of negroes. 
Rural and Urban Rearing. 
Investigations show that of the offenders 
against person 12 were reared in the city, 15 
in the country, and 14 in both. Of the of- 
fenders against property, 21 were reared in 
the city, 3 in the country, and 13 in both. 
Crimes against property are often committed 
in immoral places and these are more com- 
mon in the cities. Where they were reared 
— both it usually meant 
ey ran awa m home at 
to 247 in the city. ——— 
The average age of the offenders agains 
person was 27 years, that against — 
24 years. Almost no reliance can be placed 
upon the ages, for many did not know ac- 
curately the date of their birth, but reckoned 
from the war or from other important events. 
Many had been in prison a long time or had 
reasons for giving erroneous information. 
Each subject was requested to make three 
wishes, the desire for release from prison 
being excluded. These wishes differ from 
those obtained in the North. A number of 
the wishes can be grouped under four heads: 
Physical desires, those relating to future 
plans. social desires, religious and ethical 
desires. The first group include only a small 
number, 7 being for clothes, 3 for money, and 
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their fear has its root in the preservation of 


3 for food. These were such as desires for a 


dress, cape, or for ice cream or beer. The 
second clase is larger; 12 wished for good 
places to work when released, 7 for a long 
life, and 6 each for a good home and for good 
luck. The social desires include the largest 
number and explantion is found in their im- 
prisonment and the neede which it ¢reated. 
They are: Desire to see relatives, 47. Moth- 
ers and children are the relatives most often 
wished for. Desire for letters and to be 
happy 4 each; for a good time and for visits, 
2 each; for sympathy, 1. Religious desires 
were, to get religion, 26; to go to heaven, 
8; ethical desires, 24. Illustrations of ethical 
desires are: Wish to tell the truth, treat 
mother right and obey, do right here, do bet- 
ter when I get out, to have honor, and be 
polite. Among these wishes are found regrets 
for past conduct and actions. Summarized 
these wishes show that the ethical and re- 
ligious desires are more pronounced than 
among whites. Wishes for religion do not 
necessarily imply desire for morality. There 
is a large percent of social desires, and this 
is true among the whites, but the physical 
desires of the latter exceed those of the 
negroes. The desires of the negroes for 
morality, if hypocritical, are different from 
those shown in the cynicism of white crimi- 
nals. The wishes of the negroes are more 
‘elementary. Trivial things are often chosen, 
and they almost always pertain to the pres- 
ent, not to remote things. They also show 
stronger domestic sentiments and closer fam- 
ily tiles. Thus among the white criminals the 
desire for letters or to see persons usually 
refers to friends; in the South a larger per- 
centage of relatives are included. It was 
impossible to compare letters of negroes with 
those of the whites; for the negroes seldom 
write. Letters are of value in showing the 
convicts’ emotions, wants, desires, and uses 
of things. 


Environment Unfavorable. 


These sociological factors show that the 
environments are not favorable to morality 
or to the prevention of crime. They reveal 
low standards, lack of ideals, and lack of the 
interest and influences which are needed to 
develop them. Whatever may be due to 
racial traits or to limited capacity,these facts 
show that the environmental factors are not 
such as are of value in overcoming these 
tendencies. 

Before summarizing the results a glance at 
the negro criminal is of interest. How does 
the negro criminal differ from the white. A 
most prominent distinction is not so much in 
the nature of the crimes as in their commis- 
sion. In crimes against person the negro fig- 
ures prominently, but his crimes are much 
simpler in their execution. For this reason, 
although the negro is unquestionably lower in 
moral and mental attainments, he is less es- 
‘sentially criminal. That is, his crimes are 
those of impulse, committed without a know!]- 
edge of their effect on others or of the results 
to himself. The negro has not attained a 
racial standard from which he consciously 
deteriorates in the commission of crime, as 
has the White man. There are few profes- 
sional criminals and few who devote their 
life to planning and executing crime. Even 
the mulatto is not a professional criminal. 
Prison officials agree that he is the most re- 
fractory under discipline and the most con- 
temptible in his acts, but he is not a more 
skillful criminal. The negro race has no truly 
great criminals. There are those who become 
notorious by the nature of their crime or by 
the manner of its commission, but they are 
only notorious, not great. A race without 
these is not as fundamentalNy criminal as one 
which develops the criminal genius. Negroes 
are notorious thieves, but they remain 
months in stockades that would not hold an 
ordinary Northern safeblower twenty-four 
hours. The lack of organization among ne- 
gro criminals is noticeable. They work in- 
dividually, but rarely in gangs. They have 
not developed the arts, speech, and methods 
of communication so well known among 
Northern criminals. The chief physical rea- 
sons for this lack of organized crime are: 
Lack of mechanical ability, less mental adap- 
tation to organization, and less grasp of the 
forces which is necessary to the commissior 
of crime. The social reasons are: Commu- 
nity life consists of smaller numbers in the 
South, so people are better known to each 
other; prices are high, but there is a great 
credit system; there is less need and more 
sympathy, because the people and their con- 
dition are better known. The wealth in the 
North is represented by more cash and mer- 
chandise, which furnishes material for the 
criminally disposed tq prey upon. Mych of 
the Southern property is still in lands and its 


products. 
Alleged Increase Since War. 


Statements are made that the criminality 
has increased since the war. It is only with- 
in the last two decades that records have 
made such a comparison possible. Before 
the war and in the early days since the 
war no records have been kept which enable 
any comparisons. Again, there were slight 
punishments for what are now declared 
felonies. Thus, arson and burglary often 
receive life’ sentences. In comparing the 
criminality of negroes and whites, other in- 
fluences are important. There are no agen- 
cles in the South for reforming criminal 
or preventing crime. The effort in the South 
is not one-tenth part what it is in the North 
for reform and prevention. The heavy sen- 
tences keep the negro prison population 
more constant. It is true that crime is in- 
creasing among negroes in tHe North, but 
they are subjected to more numerous and 
varied temptations and are attempting to 
function in a more complex civilization than 
in the South. It presents more difficulties 
and requires more intelligent functioning. 

Throughout each article I have attempted 
to summarize results and comparisons, so 
that general conclusions are unnecessary. 
For each of the four articles one general 
conclusion may be given. 

1. Climate, soil, food, economic and social 
conditions are essential factors in any study 
of criminality, and until this influence is 
estimated a reduction in the amount of crime 
is not ssible. With reference to these 
the negro is more unfavorably situated than 
any other race in the United States. 

2. The laws and penal systems of the South 
are such that they increase crime. There 
are no reformatory agencies, and where 
prisons are training schools in criminality 
decrease in crime is not possible. No meas- 
= are * to prevent criminality in chil- 

ren, and the negroes are thus trained 
criminality. 

3. The anthropometric measurements do 
not as yet reveal a criminal type, and the 
psychological tests, touching the vital func- 
tioning of the individual, do not reveal de- 
fects or variations which discourage educa- 

een nment of the criminals iss 
as to predispose to crime. These — 
must be known to have operated against the 
commission of crime before heredity or racial 
theories can be established. This is not 
proven in the case of the negroes measured. 
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talk that way,“ he declared, but a — 
ment to a gambler by popular subscrip 
tlon—well, never!

Some weeks before Fix “ cashed in his 
chips he was talking to a few of his friends 
about the days when everything in Chicago 
was wide open, and when he was 
of one of the largest gambling halls on the 
American continent He was asked his big- 
gest winning from one person at a single ait- 
ting This is Fiz's story: 


Walter Gambled His Earnings 
There was a red-headed, bow-legged, 
smooth-faced, gawky-looking waiter who 
served me at my restaurant. He was attén 
tive, and when he got to know me he would 
suggest things for me to eat when I ap 
peared as if undecided what I wanted. Later 
on he began coming to my faro bank tables, 
Finally it got to be a habit with him. Reg 
ularly every Saturday night he would take 
his week's wages, walk up the steps leading 
to my place, buy $10 in red chips, and in the 
end go away without a cent. He kept this 
up for two years. The $10 represented his 
week’s wages and he lived off the tips he 
received. I never knew him to leave with 
a dime.
